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> MIDWAY MFG. CRACKING DOWN... Midway Mfg. has, accord- 
ing to a news release, ‘‘substantially expanded the scope of its battle 
against counterfeiters of its video games” in the past month. In aser- 
ies of raids in America, Canada, Mexico, Korea, and France, with the 
assistance of local authorities, Midway seized over 1,000 counterfeit 
game boards. Two of the counterfeit manufacturers have been arrest- 
ed, and a voluminous amount of documentation relating to the manufac- 
ture and global distribution of the boards has been seized. 


The recent actions are part of Midway’s continuing efforts to strictly 
enforce its copyrights and intellectual property rights. In February Midway 
Carried out successful seizures in Italy, while April and May brought 
broad enforcement actions in Taiwan. Midway says most of the end- 
users ‘have reason to know that they are profiting from counterfeit 
game boards, and (we) are preparing to launch major actions now against 
(them). Expansion of the campaign will now include arcades, con- 
venience stores, bars, and other purchasers and users.” 


Barbara Norman, vice president and general counsel to Midway, said, 
“When we catch an operator profiting from a counterfeit game board, 
the typical response is, ‘I didn’t know it was a counterfeit’ That response 
never worked and will not work in the future. Operators are hereby again 
on notice: you are responsible for making sure that you’re dealing with 
an authorized dealer. When we catch you using a counterfeit game 
board—not if, but when—we will do everything we can to stop further 
illegal profiteering. We are very serious.” . 


SOUTH CAROLINA SETS POKER RULES... A two-year effort 
by South Carolina coin machine operators has netted results: the full 
Senate approved a Budget Conference Committee report that puts 
some teeth into the rules governing the operation of video poker games 
within the state. The hefty $1,500 per machine, per year license fee 
remains in place for the legal devices (some biennial licenses, others 


annual). New regulations limit the number of machines to eight per 


location from now until July 1, 1994, and five machines per location 
after that date. Advertising and special inducements are prohibited, 
no one under the age of 21 can receive payouts, and license appli- 
cants must be two-year residents of South Carolina. In addition, machines 
cannot be operated from midnight Saturday until 6 a.m. Monday. 


A local option referendum, scheduled for the November 1994 ballot, 
will ask Counties (46 total) to allow or disallow payouts. The next op- 
portunity to reverse that vote would be in November 1998. While there 
is no maximum bet or win amount, there is a maximum payout of $125 
per player, per 24-hour period. 


As reported in our April “News” (pg. 18), an influx of newcomers have 
entered South Carolina’s video poker business, installing large num- 
bers of machines (up to 30 or more per location) and raising public 
concern. Included in the new regulations is a non-refundable $500 
fee on all Class III machine licenses issued between July 1, 1993, and 
June 30, 1994. This revenue will be used for monitoring/metering devices 
to track machine activity and give the state the ability to shut down 
machines in the event of problems or non-payment of license fees. 


NEW JERSEY ONE STEP CLOSER TO VIDEO LOTTERY... 
On June 14, the New Jersey Senate Appropriations Committee passed 
Senate Bill 820 (video lottery) by a vote of five to one. The bill was co- 
sponsored by Senators Ewing and Corman. Originally, the bill includ- 
ed the games of poker, keno, and blackjack. As passed, the bill eliminates 
keno from the game mix and does not allow games at area race tracks. 


WISCONSIN TRIBE CANNOT RENEGOTIATE. .. Winnebago 
Indians in Wisconsin who wanted to negotiate with the state for a casino 
in the city of Blooming Grove (near Madison) have had a setback. U.S. 
District Judge Barbara Crabb dismissed the tribe’s lawsuit on the matter, 
Saying the tribe already had an agreement with the state for gambling 
in Sauk, Jackson, and Wood Counties, along with another site in one 
of those counties. The Blooming Grove site constitutes a renegotia- 
tion. Local press quoted Crabb as saying: “At this point plaintiff (the 
tribe) must settle for the compact to which it agreed.” The proposed 
casino in Blooming Grove was the subject of much debate in 1992.

In other Wisconsin gaming-related news, the state’s greyhound race 
track owners are seeking state support to survive. The price tag: $3.9 
million in tax breaks and other considerations. There are five tracks 
in operation; three are in more desperate shape than the others. The 
downturn in patronage may stem from an oversupply of tracks in the 
state, competition in the form of Indian casinos, and state regulations 
viewed by track owners as burdensome. \

SANTA BARBARA CLOSER TO REDEMPTION... The Santa 
Barbara, Calif., City Council voted on June 6 to have its Ordinance 
Committee review, for amendment consideration, a 1925 ordinance 
that prohibits redemption. 


In November 1992 the city’s police department ordered a halt to coin- 
op redemption at a local bowling center, citing the ordinance as justifi- 
cation. It prohibits “slot machines and devices from which redeema- 
ble tokens may be obtained, dependent and variable upon the opera- 
tion of the device.” The bowling center owner enlisted the services 
of Bob Snyder & Associates, a games/gambling consulting firm in Walnut, 
Calif. They, along with other interested parties, addressed the City Council 
and helped influence the positive vote. 


“Although the redemption concept is not a victory as yet, the matter 
of the bowling center owner’s favorable business reputation, | believe, 
became a key factor in receiving a favorable majority vote,” Snyder said.

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got a phone call the other day, one 

of many such calls lately. Anews- 
paper reporter was researching the 
detrimental effect of violence in vid- 
eo games on today’s young people. 

I use the word “research” loosely 
because many ofthese reporters are 
not doing research at all: They have 
predetermined what their stories will 
be and are simply trying to get so- 
meone to say something to back 
them up. 

In a period of about six weeks, I’ve 
taken at least five such calls. Manag- 
ing editor Bonnie Theard has fielded 
about the same. We’ve been sent 
some of the final stories and the 
distortions of our conversations are 
appalling. While we scratch our 
heads wondering how they got that 
out of what was really said, we know 
that the reporters are already on 
another subject and don’t now, nor 
did they ever, really care about the 
industry. 

One thing I always do is discuss the 
industry—the whole industry first. 
“This is an industry made up of many 
other things besides video games,” I 
brag. “Oh, we don’t care about that, 
just tell us about how the video game 
industry is corrupting today’s 
youth,” is a typical response. 

The most recent call was from a 
Christian parenting magazine. The 
caller explained that he was doing an 
article on Mortal Kombat. His angle 
was that he wanted to instruct pa- 
rents on how to keep their kids out of 
the arcade and pointing out extreme 
violence in games seemed as good a 
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way as any. After a lengthy discus- 
sion on the positive aspects of the in- 
dustry and pointing out how many 
non-violent games there were on 
location, he only wanted to know one 
thing: ‘““Are violent video games 
desensitizing young people to 
violence in general?” 

Nothing mattered to him except 
the focus of his story. But it mattered 
to me. How can anyone think a 
harmless video game could be the 
culprit in an already violent society? 
I sincerely believe it’s the other way 
around: the violence in the world has 
corrupted values in today’s 
youngsters. Therefore, playing a 
violent video game is nothing out of 
the ordinary. No amount of violence 
could exceed what kids see on the 
news. I'll admit that ifwe saw a game 
like Time Killers back in the ‘50s, it 
would be a shock. Parents would be 
banding together to boycott all loca- 
tions that housed the offending 
game. But come on, there’s a lot more 
to worry about today than a video 
game. 

Since the beginning, video games 
have mimicked world events and in- 
terests. Why were Space Invaders, 
Asteroids, and Galaxian so popular? 
They represented the public's atten- 
tion to space; movies like Star Wars 
and the sequels were number one at 
the box offices. 

Please don’t think that I’m condon- 
ing violence in video games. I| also 
don’t advocate violence and explicit 
sex in movies. However, when news- 
papers all around the country are 
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focusing attention on video games, 
they seem to lose their perspective 
on events happening all around us. I 
think that violence in movies is 
worse than any violence a video 
game could ever display. Where's all 
the attention to that? 

There’s one key point that seems to 
be overlooked: the violent games 
consistently are making the most 
money. As long as people play them, 
the manufacturers would be crazy 
not to keep them coming. When 
players begin seeking other avenues 
for their entertainment quarters, the 
manufacturers will be there to cater 
to them with something else. Violent 
games are not a cause, they are an 
effect. 

We made a decision recently 
because of the way our comments 
and quotes have been mishandled: 
we will no longer spend valuable 
time with newspaper reporters. We 
can’t change their thinking no mat- 
ter what we say and what we do say 
comes out very distorted. We've 
learned our lesson. Just like with 
anything else, you learn from ex- 
perience. Perhaps the industry will 
learn, too, that we are truly living in 
a glass house with plenty of people 
willing to cast that first stone. LU

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Thanks for the memories 

Many years have gone by since 
I entered into the coin-operated 
machine business, and I have 
seen many changes. After reading 
some of the fine articles in Play 
Meter, I decided to document a 
few of the memorable events from 
the past 25 years. I wonder how 
many readers share some of the 
same memories and can relate to 
such things as: 

Bingo pinball games had 20 to 25 
holes and miles of cloth-covered 
wire, Clacking relays, motors, 
cams, and about a zillion blade 
switches! These overweight mon- 
sters make a flipper game seem 
like a diet-weight pinball, especial- 
ly when they were placed into 
heavy-gauge metal stands. 

The schematic diagrams were 
about 20 feet long and had only a 
partial listing of the actual inter- 
nal connections. They also had 
quite a few wires that went no- 
where on one end. Some law en- 
forcement people claimed that 
these machines paid off cash for 
games and that these wires were 
for extra meters to record the il- 
legal transactions. Can you be- 
lieve such a thing? 

The flipper machines were also 
quite a challenge; they also had 
miles of cloth-covered wire, as well 
as relays, mechanical score reels, 
and a zillion switches, too! These 
games were known for the fact 
that they never worked when they 
were unpacked. You always had 

o “shop out” a new one and find 
the bugs that the factory had do- 
nated to your firm. This may 
sound like an exaggeration, but I 
do not remember ever getting to 
set up a new electromechanical 
flipper game that worked the first 
time it was plugged in! 

The shuffle alley/bowling 
games were so complex and prob- 
lem-prone that I won’t say any- 
more about them, as it would 
drum up some real bad memories 
for many an ole’ mechanic—now 
called technicians. I was one of the 
few people who could actually fix 
one. I am not sure if this is some- 
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thing I should brag about as it 
might indicate that I was abnor- 
mal in some manner! 

The coin-operated phonograph 
followed suit with the civil rights 
rulings of the Supreme Court—the 
integration of the transistor and 
the vacuum tube in audio ampli- 
fiers and control units. This was 
the beginning of a new era in elec- 
tronics. Seeburg was on the verge 
of making a magnetic core mem- 
ory unit, which would alter juke- 
box technology forever. The new 
electronics influx into games and 
music was about to separate the 
men from the boys. 

And who can forget when the 
electronic ping-pong video game 
arrived! These video games used 
standard TV sets made for the 
home market. Most simply disabl- 
ed the tuners and made PC boards 
to interface with them. The carbon 
and wirewound “pot” became a 
common replacement part in your 
tool box. The game business was 
in the real world now and a com- 
pany named Atari was just about 
to get “seriously” into the video 
game business. 

I could go on and on, but why 
dwell in the past? Soon the cellular 
phone will be interfaced with the 
shop computer. I can see it now: at 
Joe’s Place the illegal poker game 
has been reported to the police. 
Just as they arrive to confiscate it, 
the shop computer uploads a Pac- 
Man program via the cellular 
phone network. When the police 
arrive, Joe’s customer is playing a 
legal amusement game. Maybe 
next time the squad car can beat 
the signal sent at the speed of light 
(but I doubt it). The past was fun, 
but hold on to your seat...

stumbled upon a great quote 

while browsing through an air- 
port gift shop a few years ago. It 
was one of those occasions when I 
had hours (literally) to fill between 
flights to an industry event. I laugh- 
ed out loud because it was so true: 
“This life is a test, only a test. If it 
were a real life we would have 
received more instructions on 
where to go and what to do.” 

While in school we study basic 
mathematics, spelling, typing, and 
other subjects with practical ap- 
plications in later life. In addition, 
we are also burdened with geo- 
metry, chemistry, and foreign lan- 
guages, which few of us will use 
unless we pluck a buried fact from 
our subconscious to score a wedge 
in Trivial Pursuit. 

Yet there are no formal classes to 
help us trudge through parenting, 
sustaining friendships, combating 
peer pressure, tolerating in- 
tolerable situations, and helping 
our fellow man—the actual skills 
needed to live, love, and survive in 
this world. For these we fly by the 
seat of our pants. 

Last Christmas I received a gift 
that offered a ray of hope in the in- 
struction category. “Life’s Little In- 
struction Book,’ by H. Jackson 
Brown Jr., contains 511 suggestions 
for everyday living. It was compiled 
by a father as a gift to his son as col- 
lege days beckoned.

#9—Demand qualified techni- 
cians and be willing to pay for them. 

#10—Become a known quantity in 
your community. The image of your 
business and the industry starts 
here. 

It would take a bit longer to get up 
to 511 maxims for the coin machine 
community, but it’s not impossible 
to gather enough for a book with 
the wealth of experience out in the 
field. Any additions to those above 
are welcome. 

There is no handbook for success 
in this business, schematics, if you 
will, for the proper structuring of an 
amusement machine company. It’s 
trial and error, learn as you go, and 
benefit from the inevitable 
mistakes. As Brown asserts in 
#47—Don’t waste time learning the 
“tricks of the trade.” Instead, learn 
the trade.

pany is leading the pack, Sega 
would be that company. Long 
before operators even thought 
about wanting conversion kits, 
Sega was predicting an industry 
where over 65 percent of video 
game sales would be kits. Al- 
though many scoffed at that pre- 
diction, it not only came true, it ex- 
ceeded expectations. 

Sega was the first to tantalize the 
industry with the concept of laser 
game technology at a time when 
no one had even heard of 16-bit 
technology. Operators gasped in 
amazement at AMOA ‘82, when a 
prototype of Astron Belt was put on 
display. If you recall, Bally hurried- 
ly bought the rights to that game, 
ensuring that it would have a laser 
game offering at the following 
show. Noting the interest in laser 
games, virtually every manufac- 
turer raced to have its own laser 
game represented at the show. 

Sega drew record crowds at 
- ACME ‘‘91 with the introduction of 
~ hologram-like technology in Time 
_ Traveler. Actors were filmed in a 
variety of poses and superimposed 
over a background. In a futuristic 
cabinet, players watched these 
real characters interact and seem- 
ingly leap off the screen. 

Sega’s extensive experiments 
with the latest technology next 
brought Virtua Racing to the in- 
dustry. This game signaled an 
evolution in video game play, 
bringing it into the realm of 3-D 
graphics. Though not the first com- 
pany to use 3-D graphics, Sega was 
the first to sophisticate it to such an 
extent. 

Virtua Racing is Sega’s platform 
to expand commercial introduc- 
tion of the latest technology— 
virtual reality. While the term is 
fast becoming a new industry 
buzzword, we asked Sega USA 
president Tom Petit for a layman’s 
explanation of virtual reality.

Is it a conflict 
of interest? No, because Sega is so 
attuned to what is available in the 
consumer market that it can 
predict technological advances 
and prepare for them, Petit noted. 
In fact, he says, coin-op is on the 
cusp of new growth—technology- 
driven growth. 

“It is vital that we take coin-op 
technology into the third dimen- 
sion because of the proliferation of 
technology and advances in the 
consumer market,” Petit said. 
“Everything we are doing now and 
in the future with this level of 
sophistication will not be able to be 


experienced at home. This will be 
of paramount importance as 
operators search for an understan- 
ding of where their businesses will 
be heading in the future and what 
type of product will be available to 
provide opportunities.” 

Naturally, we couldn’t help but 
pry alittle and ask Petit what sur- 
prises Sega would have at the up- 
coming AMOA show. Though not 
wanting to talk about specific pro- 
ducts, he did say that Sega will be 
focusing on 3-D polygon products 
and will be offering a host of new 
entertainment. He reiterated that 
Sega will be striving to separate 
the consumer technology from the 
coin-op games.

In fact, 
Sega is working on several large- 
scale projects that will feature a 
variety of new technologies, which 
will be the focal point of the 
location. 

While Sega is devoting resources 
to sophisticated technology, the 
street operator is still important to 
the company. “Street locations are 
a significant part of the coin-op in- 
dustry and we will not overlook 
them,” Petit concluded. “We will of- 
fer viable products and continue to 
penetrate that market.” U

Do violent games 
beget violent acts? 


| have noticed that a subject be- 

ing mentioned around the 
world at more frequent intervals 
than ever before is violence in 
video games. It’s timely to mention 
that the industry in Australia is ac- 
tually coming under media attack 
on the subject at this time. 

Violence in today’s society is of 
great concern to just about every- 
one, but particularly those bring- 
ing up children or, as in my case, 
doting on grandchildren. It follows 
that we in the amusement machine 
industry should not be unduly sur- 
prised that violence in video games 
has become embroiled in the far 
bigger debate over violence in 
society. 

Whether those who consider vio- 
lent-themed videos damaging real- 
ly know what they’re talking about 
or not has little to do with it. The 
facts remain: 1) video games are 
becoming increasingly violent and, 
2) while they continue to do so our 
industry will be a target for every- 
one in the community who believes 
that graphically-depicted violence 
ona TV screen can lead to violence 
in the streets. 

It’s clear to us at Cash Box Aus- 
tralia, as we gather press clippings 
and other media reports from 
around Australia relating to vio-

lent games, that we cannot just sit 
back and do nothing. Regardless of 
what we may think individually, 
it’s definitely not going to go away. 
On the contrary, it’s likely to 
snowball. If we place a value on our 
role in society, we have to do 
something about game violence. 

In writing this neither I nor Cash 
Box Australia join with the do- 
gooders to decry the violence in 
video games. I’m neither a do- 
gooder nor a wimp. I have in my 
time earned good money from 
video games with violent themes. I 
have laughed and cracked jokes 
about them. 

I don’t go along with the theory 
that the games themselves pro- 
mote violence. My belief is that 
they are more of a release, but 
that’s a belief based on my upbr- 
inging. I have to admit that the 
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world has changed dramatically 
since my era, when every kid on 
the street watched cowboy and In- 
dian movies and forever had a six- 
gun strapped to his waist. 

Now it’s real violence that’s 
around us every day. The fact that 
a vast number of people are obvi- 
ously concerned about violence 
leaves me with the conviction that, 
as an industry, we have to bite the 
bullet and concede that violent 
games can be damaging to young 
people in today’s already violent 
world. We have to admit that it is 
possible that our games, in their 
own way, can lead kids to believe a 
violent act can solve all their 
problems. 

In acknowledging this possibili- 
ty, we are obligated to do our very 
best to stop the proliferation of 
violent games and stop risking the 
future of our young ones. 

No one can emphatically say 
that violent games cannot breed 
violence in young players. Who 
knows what triggers the troubled 
minds of today’s young people? Su- 
icide in the under-15 age group is at 
an incredible level. Violent acts 
among the young are common- 
place; in Sydney some children 
have taken guns and knives to 
school to protect themselves. 
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HOT NEW REDEMPTION GAME: 
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excitement of pro basketball action with steady burner. Get 'em while they're hot! ‘un 
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Being responsible people should 
be enough to support a move to de- 
mand game makers to clean up 
their act. The industry should be 
leading the attack on violence in 
games instead of trying to defend 
it. 

I’ve wrestled with this matter 
within myself. I’ve taken the 
distributor’s side, the operator's 
side, and looked at how it could af- 
fect Cash Box Australia commer- 
cially. I’ve even tried to relegate it 
to the back burner, probably hop- 
ing it would go away. But at the end 
of the day it comes back to right 
and wrong. To push violence in any 
form in today’s society must be 
wrong. And if we are going to be 
fair about this matter, that should 
be our reason for opposing vio- 
lence in video games. 

Though the statement, “If we 
don’t regulate ourselves, the gov- 
ernment will,” may prove to be an

effective way of getting operators’ 
attention, it smacks of self-interest; 
it’s a cop out and frankly leaves a 
rotten taste in my mouth. It paints 
us as people who only do what’s 
right if it’s to our financial advan- 
tage. Surely we are parents first or 
just plain people first, before we are 
game makers, distributors, opera- 
tors, or magazine editors. 

The danger that violence in 
games can do to the industry is 
another consideration and one | 
genuinely care about. I certainly 
don’t want to see the industry

dragged through the mud again, 
but it’s still not the only reason we 
should oppose violence (as it too is 
basically commercially founded). 

Can’t we forget the commercial 
aspects for once and look at this as 
parents, or merely as responsible 
people who care about the young 
who must live and grow up in the 
world we’ve shaped for them? 
After all, we haven’t done a good 
job of world-shaping. 

There’s simply no value in argu- 
ing ‘for’ or “against.” No one real- 
ly knows the answers anyway. The 
salient point is: there is a chance 
the violence in our games can lead 
young people to violent acts. While 
that chance exists, we are obliged 
to do something about it. LI

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IRS affirms three-year 
depreciation on amusements 


Patient readers have kept aclose 
eye on developments that unfolded 
when Craig Johnson chose the in- 
come forecast method for video 
game depreciation. Happily for 
Johnson and fellow operators, the 
IRS upheld his request for a 
private letter ruling (read: official 
sanction). Contributing writer Jeff 
Rosenthal offers a history and 
analysis of the situation and 
assesses its importance to the coin 
machine industry. 


K udos to Craig Johnson, presi- 
dent of Tataka in Salt Lake Ci- 


ty, Utah, and the Amusement and 
Music Operators Association, for 
achieving the first official recogni- 
tion of the use of three-year depre- 
ciation on amusement equipment. 
Specifically, using the income fore- 
casting method, Johnson sought 
and was granted the three-year 
depreciation. 

As Play Meter reported and ad- 
vocated, three-year depreciation 
was successfully used on several 
non-binding audits, but a more for- 
malized and uniform approach 
was needed. Johnson amassed 
documentation from his route and 
other cooperating companies, paid 
his dues, and took his chances.

The stakes were high, for ifthe In- 
ternal Revenue Service had for- 
mally struck down this approach, 
much damage could have resulted. 
However, the well-documented re- 
quest for a private letter ruling was 
affirmed. Although a private letter 
ruling is not transferable to any en- 
tity other than the applicant, pro- 
fessionals have long used them as 
precedent for arguing future cases. 

In Private Letter Ruling Index 
No. 168.23-00, dated March 8, 1993, 
the IRS fully outlined the issues 
and relevant prior reference 
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material. Weighing heavily in the 
argument and subsequent deci- 
sion was the manner in which the 
television and the motion picture 
industries are allowed to depre- 
ciate, citing extremely erratic in- 
come streams. 

Johnson argued that each video 
game, a profit center in its own 
right, differed from other video 
games—depending on the location 
and the popularity of a particular 
machine. Accordingly, he argued 
that recognizing the uniqueness of 
each machine, the only proper way 
to depreciate them was on aresult- 
oriented basis. 

The conclusion of the ruling 
cites...” based upon the facts and 
representations set forth...the in- 
come forecasting method of com- 
puting depreciation is an accep- 
table method for X (an amusement 
company) to depreciate video 
games on a title-by-title basis. 
Under Section 168(fX1) of theCode, 
X must elect to exclude the games 
from MACRS the year they are 
placed in service by X.”’ 


MACRS vs. income

Utilizing IRC Section 168, the 
depreciation method shall be 
determined by using the ap- 
plicable depreciation method, 
recovery period, and convention 
(industry standard). 

The depreciation laws really 
have two distinct time frames. 
They are 1954-80 and the post- 
Reagan years after 1981 when 
then-president Reagan signed into 
law the Economic Recovery Tax 
Act of 1981 (ERTA), and again in 
1986 with the Tax Reform Act of 
1986 (otherwise known as TRA or 
“The Act’’). 

Candidate Reagan had cam- 
paigned that the depreciation 
rules were too complicated and 
needed simplification and redefini- 
tion. What in fact happened was

the complete opposite. Technical- 
ly, under ERTA and TRA under the 
Accelerated Cost Recovery Sys- 
tem (ACRS) and the Modified Ac- 
celerated Cost Recovery System 
(MACRS), you don’t depreciate 
property; you recover capital costs 
over a ‘statutory period,” depen- 
ding on the “class of property.” 





Under ACRS, property either fell 
into three-; five-, 10-, or 15-year 
categories. In the case of vending 
machines they fell into the five- 
year category. Beginning with 
Nolan Bushnell’s Pong and later 
Space Invaders, amusement 
machine operators quickly learn- 
ed that this new entity called video

Before 1981 the Asset Guide Line 
(Revenue Procedure 72-10) was util- 
ized. Under this guideline vending 
machines fell into either category 
50.0—Wholesale and Retail Trade, 
or 79.0—Recreation. Under these 
sections, an average allowable life 
of 6.5 years was permissible.

games did not adequately fall into 
the five-year category, with rare 
exceptions. 

Using the time-honored criteria 
of “facts and circumstances,” ac- 
countants pushed the envelope by 
taking a more rapid write-off for 
video games. The tax code had

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always provided for latitude where 
the facts and circumstances dic- 
tated.

The IRS districts and the accoun- 
ting profession were anything but 
consistent and uniform on this 
matter. Dating back to October 
1982, Play Meter regularly en- 
couraged three-year depreciation.

You may ask, “How dol use the In- 
come Forecasting Method (IFM)?”’

1. Under IRC Section 168(f{1) you 
are allowed to elect out of ARCS 
and MACRS depreciation, in 
which case you must use an ap- 
plicable convention. Dallas Cooke, 
the CPA for Craig Johnson, cites a 
recent industry survey that shows 
the economic useful life of a video 
game as 2.6 years (Play Meter, 
March 1992). 

2. Then you can use 53.4 percent 
depreciation the first year, 25.5 per- 
cent in the second year, and 21.1 
percent in the third year. 

Play Meter will continue to offer 
updates as more research is con- 
ducted by Johnson and AMOA. So 
what’s next? Perhaps codification 
into law of three-year depreciation 
in a new class—Video Games.

X has depreciated its video 
games under the Modified Accel- 
erated Cost Recovery System 
(MACRS) set forth in Section 168 of 
the Internal Revenue Code. X has 
submitted information with the rul- 
ing request representing that the 
income forecasting method has 
been used by the video game in- 
dustry since the inception of the in- 
dustry in the mid-’70s. 

Section 167(a) of the Code pro- 
vides a depreciation deduction for 
the exhaustion, wear and tear, and 
obsolescence of property used in 
the trade or business, or held for 
the production of income. 

Section 168(a) of the Code pro- 
vides that, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this section, the deprecia- 
tion education provided by Section 
167(a) for any tangible property 
shall be determined by using the 
applicable depreciation method, 
recovery period, and convention. 

Section 168(fX1) of the Code pro- 
vides that Section 168 shall not 
apply to any property if the tax- 
payer elects to exclude the proper- 
ty from the application of the sec- 
tion and, for the first taxable year 
for which a depreciation deduction 
would be allowable with respect to 
the property in the hands of the 
taxpayer, the property is properly 
depreciated under a method of 
depreciation not expressed in a 
term of years. 

Revenue Ruling 60-358, 1960-2 
C.B. 68 recognizes the inadequacy 
of the time-based methods of 
depreciation formerly described in 
Section 167(b) of the Code when ap- 
plied to television films because 
these methods result in a distortion 
of income. The revenue ruling 
states that the distortion is caused 
by the uneven flow of income 
generated by television films. 

The ruling permits use of the in- 
come forecasting method because 
the usefulness of a television film in 
a taxpayer's business is more ac- 
curately measured over the stream 
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of income it produces than over the 
passage of time alone. The ruling 
states that the income forecasting 
method is limited in its application 
to television films, taped shows for 
reproduction, and other property 
of a similar character. 

Revenue Ruling 64-273, 1964-2 
C.B. 62 amplified Revenue Ruling 
60-358 by permitting use of the in- 
come forecasting method for mo- 
tion picture films. Revenue Ruling 
79-285, 1979-2 C.B. 91 extended the 
use of the income forecasting 
method to book manuscripts, 
patents, and master recordings. 

Revenue Ruling 89-62, 1989-1 C.B. 
78 holds that rental video cassettes 
may be depreciated under the in- 
come forecasting method. The rul- 
ing provides that taxpayers may 
group their video cassettes by title 
for the purposes of making the in- 
come projections required under 
the income forecasting method. 

The assets discussed in Revenue 
Ruling 60-358, Revenue Ruling 
64-273, Revenue Ruling 79-285, and 
Revenue Ruling 89-62, for which 
use of the income forecasting 
method has been approved, have 
the following attributes in com- 
mon: 1) the physical life of the asset 
is largely irrelevant to its income- 
producing ability; 2)each asset has 
unique income-producing ability; 
and 3) the useful life of the asset is 
measured in terms of its income- 
producing ability. Because of these 
attributes, a method of deprecia- 
tion that measures an asset’s uSe- 
fulness by comparing income flow 
with estimated income is a reason- 
able method of depreciation. 

In Carland Inc. v. Commissioner, 
90 T.C. 505 (1988), aff'd on other 
grounds, 909 F2d 1101 (8th Cir. 
1990), the taxpayer attempted to 
use the income forecasting method 
to depreciate railroad cars, auto- 
motive equipment, and airplanes. 
The court concluded that the use- 
fulness of these types of assets is 
adequately measured by the pas- 
sage of time and that there is no 


justification for using the income 
forecasting method in the context 
of these assets. 

In the present situation, X’s video 
games share the same uneven flow 
of income characteristics as the 
assets described in the revenue rul- 
ings previously discussed. The 
income-producing ability of the 
games does not depend on phy- 
sical wear and tear or the mere 
passage of time. Thus, the games 
are distinguishable from the types 
of assets described in Carland, the 
usefulness of which is adequately 
measured by time-based deprecia- 
tion methods. 

The games will produce revenue 
only for as long as they are popular 
with the playing public. Each game 
has a different income-generating 
potential based on popularity. Fur- 
ther, the games are useful in X’s 
business only so long as they 
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generate income. 

Because of the uneven flow of in- 
come produced by the games, their 
usefulness in X’s business cannot 
be adequately measured by the 
passage of time alone. Income dis- 
tortion would be avoided if the 
games depreciation followed their 
income flow. Therefore, the video 
games may properly be depreci- 
ated under the income forecasting 
method. 

Accordingly, based upon the 
facts and representations set forth 
above, the income forecasting 
method of computing depreciation 
is an acceptable method for X to 
depreciate video games on a title- 
by- title basis. Under Section 
168(fX1) of the Code, X must elect to 
exclude the games from MACRS 
the year they are placed in service 
by X. 0

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La. Legislature passes 
$5s and $10s for poker 


Louisiana operators 
welcome the passage of 
Senate Bill 292, which will 
allow legal video poker 
machines in the state to 
accept $5 and $10 bills 
along with the current $1 
bill. The amendment to 
the video poker device 
rules and regulations will 
be implemented on Sept. 
15. 

The Louisiana Amuse- 
ment and Music Opera- 
tors Association suppor- 
ted the bill, although it did 
not initiate it. The group 
has long affirmed that the 
$1 bill limit in the original 
rules increased the secur- 
ity and safety risk associ- 
ated with having to supp- 
ly and keep on hand 
thousands of $1 bills for 
the games. 

The maximum wager 
per poker hand remains 
at $2, or eight credits, with 
a maximum payout of 
$500. Players will not play 
their credits any faster 
with the increased de- 
nominations, but they 
won't have to feed several 
singles into the machines 
before playing. Unplayed 
credits can be refunded to 
the player at any time. 


The Legislature is con- 
sidering two other mea- 
sures related to video 
poker: restrictions on 
truck stop expansion (by 
law allowed 50 machines 
each) and the enlarge- 
ment of jackpots (House 
Bill 1369) at race tracks 
and OTBs (by law allowed 
unlimited machines). 

Other factors that may 
be fueling the proposed 
changes include the im- 
pending introduction of 
riverboats, the future 
land-based casino in New 
Orleans, competition 
from Mississippi's dock- 
side gambling, and the 
opening of a new race 
track in Dallas. 

Attempts to expand 
gambling in the state may 
not meet with success. Ac- 
cording to Carl Liberto, 
media representative for 
LAMOA, “There’s a gen- 
eral feeling that we've on- 
ly been in the video poker 
business for less than a 
year and it’s too soon to 
start changing the regula- 
tions, licensing, and pay- 
outs. There is not a lot of 
sentiment to expand gam- 
ing to more than what ex- 
ists now.”

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Video game raids in Mexico 


On May 28 AAMA coor- 
dinated multiple counter- 
feit game raids in Mexico 
City on behalf of Capcom 
and Midway Mfg., netting 
nearly 800 copies of Street 
Fighter II and Mortal 
Kombat. It was the first 
anticounterfeiting activi- 
ty undertaken in Mexico 
City to date. 

According to David 
Shaw, an attorney in 
Mexico hired by Capcom 
and Midway Mfg., au- 
thorities had 10 compan- 
ies targeted. Seven were 
raided and one turned 
itself in; the other two are 
pending. The majority of 
the 794 boards seized 
were Street Fighter II 
varieties, with Mortal 
Kombat comprising a 
smaller number. The of- 
fenders face a criminal 
penalty of two to six years 
as well as civil damages, 
though the latter are hard 
to collect because the 
companies are so fly-by- 
night that they rarely 
have any assets, Shaw 
says. 

“No one had taken ac- 
tion in Mexico against 
game board counterfei- 
ters until now,” Shaw 
said. “The counterfeiters 
weren’t worried about 
anything happening to 
them. They even ran ads 
in the newspapers 
quoting prices so low that 
everyone knew _ the 
boards were counterfeit. 
Now that we’ve raided 
some of them, the others 
are scared. They know we 
mean business.”’ 

The names of other 
counterfeiters are being 
compiled on a database 
in preparation for future 
raids, he added. 

“This is the start of our 
aggressive efforts against 
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the counterfeiting pro- 
blem in Latin America,” 
said AAMA executive 
vice president Bob Fay. 
“It will become more 
regular now that the Anti- 
counterfeiting Advisory 
Group has become a 
reality. 

“This action was the 
first under Mexican copy- 
right law for counterfeit 
video games. It’s a pre- 
view of what people in 
Latin America and other 
parts of the world can ex- 
pect if they continue to 
import and distribute 
counterfeit products. Our 
goal is to open up the mar- 
kets so that more legiti- 
mate games can be sold.” 

Shaw wrote the follow- 
ing summary of the situa- 
tion in Mexico for a publi- 
cation called Trademarks 
America: ‘There are a lot 
of counterfeit boards in 
Mexico, mainly game 
boards, that are manufac- 
tured in Taiwan, Korea, 
and Hong Kong. Game 
boards are broken down 
in northern Italy, and 
once it’s determined how 
to reproduce them, pro- 
duction is initiated in the 
Far East. Components 
are shipped via a Euro- 
pean airport—mainly in 
Frankfurt, Germany— 
and from there flown 
directly to Mexico. 

“The boards are under- 
priced substantially to 
qualify for lower import 
duties. The actual price of 
these counterfeit goods is 
between $400-$500, but 
they’re invoiced at bet- 
ween $50-$100 and assem- 
bled in Mexico. Accor- 
ding to reliable informa- 
tion there are more coun- 
terfeit video games in 
Mexico than authentic 
ones.” 





Street Fighter Il coming to the big screen 


Capcom Co. Ltd. has 
joined forces with the Ed- 
ward R. Pressman Film 
Corp. to produce a live- 
action film based on 
Street Fighter II. Capcom 
will co-finance' the 
production. 

The movie, set for re- 
lease in the fall of ‘94, will 
be written and directed 
by Steven de Souza, 
whose previous work in- 
cludes “Die Hard,” “Die 
Hard 2,” “Commando,” 
“Running Man,” and “48 
Hours.” The plot centers 
around the game’s 12 
martial artists and their 
attempt to rescue hos- 
tages from a war-torn 
hot-spot. 

“This unprecedented 
partnership will bring the 
Street Fighter II enter- 
tainment phenomenon to 
motion picture audiences 
worldwide,” said Kenzo 
Tsujimoto, president of 
Capcom Co. Ltd. “It will 
open up vast new oppor- 


tunities to explore the 
creative, marketing, and 
technological union bet- 
ween the computer, toy, 
and entertainment in- 
dustries.”’ 

Said producer Ed 
Pressman, “Capcom’s in- 
vestment in this film is a 
landmark event. The en- 
try of this new media into 
film production could be 
as significant in the 1990s 
as the emergence of cable 
and video companies in 
the motion picture mar- 
ket a decade ago. This 
event signals a shift that 
will bring the ideas and 
resources of other com- 
puter/video software 
companies into the 
marketplace.

The Ohio Coin Machine 
Association (OCMA) is in 
the midst of a pitched bat- 
tle against the city of Col- 
umbus and the Franklin 
County Boards of Health 
over a proposed smoking 
ban. As proposed, cigar- 
ette smoking would be 
banned everywhere in 
the Columbus/Franklin 
jurisdictions except for a 
person’s home and/or 
car. Smoking would not 
be allowed in bars, 
restaurants, billiard halls, 
and bowling centers. 

OCMA has been work- 
ing closely with “Coali- 
tion Against the Ban’’—a 
group comprised of small 
business owners, private 
citizens, and other state 
associations—in the draf- 


ting and presentation of 
an alternative to the total 
ban. They suggest exemp- 
ting certain businesses, 
such as restaurants, bars, 
bowling centers, pool and 
bingo halls, automobile 
dealerships, barber and 
beauty shops, service sta- 
tions, and professional 
offices.

e VAN, the Dutch trade 
association, is seeking a 
new deal with the govern- 
ment. Members are con- 
cerned about the erosion 
of single-site operations 
and the decrease in AWP 
machines since local 
governments took over 
licensing powers. The 
association will be sug- 
gesting the introduction 
of a new machine cate- 
gory with a higher fun ele- 
ment, more amusement, 
and less accent on 
gambling. 

e Spielothek, the Gau- 
selmann Group’s arcade 
division, has sold off four 
of its Dutch arcades as 
part of a restructuring 
process. It will also be 
pulling out of the arcade 
business in the United 
Kingdom. 

e Electrocoin’s Postman 
Pat kiddie ride has gone 
out to sites in Holland and 
Germany. The machine 
has been a success since 
its launch in the United 
Kingdom last year. 

e A new catalog has 
been released by Suzo In- 
ternational of Rotterdam, 
one of the world’s largest 
suppliers of coin machine 
spare parts. The inven- 
tory has details on 35,000 
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Compiled by the editors of EuroSlot 


different items. 

e Ron Reiland, who was 
in charge of establishing 
IGT Europe in its Amster- 
dam base, has returned to 
IGT’s headquarters in 
Nevada. He’s been suc- 
ceeded by Kit Hall- 
Johnson. 


CZECH REPUBLIC 


e Illegal machines are 
causing problems for 
legitimate operators in 
the Czech Republic. Hol- 
land’s Elam Group, one of 
the first companies to do 
business in the country, 
says that many games 
have no certificates, while 
others are altered later 
in the workshop. The 
“black” machines are put- 
ting established com- 
panies at a commercial 
disadvantage. 

e A new 50 Krown coin, 
worth approximately $2, 
has been launched in the 


‘Czech Republic. It will 


have some uses in coin 
machines, although 
many gambling ma- 
chines in the country are 
now being released with 
keyswitch validation 
systems. 

e More than 30,000 ma- 
chines will have to be 
retested in the Czech 
Republic. There were two 
testing institutes, but 
when Czechoslovakia 
split in 1992 former Slova- 
kian machines moved 
back across the border in- 
to the Czech Republic. 
Retesting will ensure that 
they meet the necessary 
standards. 

e Spanish promoter 
SCBis negotiating for two 
more halls after the suc- 
cess of “Bohemia Bingo” 
in Prague. The city’s first 
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bingo club has been runn- 
ing continuous sessions 
with a regular atten- 
dances of 200 players. 

e Deith Leisure Praha is 
poised to take advantage 
of a change in the Czech 
market. The company be- 
lieves that the market is 
close to saturation in 
terms of payout ma- 
chines, therefore making 
other types of coin-oper- 
ated amusements popu- 
lar. An associate of the 
British distribution outfit 
Deith has been in Prague 
for two years and special- 
izes in video games, pin- 
balls, and other non- 
gambling equipment. 

e U.K. company Euro- 
max has formed a part- 
nership with Helta Koop 
of the Czech Republic. 
Helta will have offices 
near the Polish border 
and handle the full line of 
Euromax equipment. 
Hrmat in Prague will 
subdistribute. 


SLOVAKIA 


e Representatives from 
30 companies attended 
the first meeting of the 
Slovak Coin Machine 
Association last month. 
The group has been form- 
ed to act as one voice for 
the industry and deal 
with authorities. Subjects 
under discussion includ- 
ed new coins, new taxes, 
the availability of inspec- 
tors, and letting people 
play machines on state 
holidays. 

e An agreement has 
been made between the 
two testing organizations 
of the old Czechoslovakia 
to cooperate.

e Flip Expo ‘93, a pinball 
exhibition, was held June 
4-6 in Normandy.

e FuroDisney faces a 
$200 million loss after its 
first winter of operations. 
The Walt Disney Corp., 
the largest shareholder, is 
now looking at potential 
sources of finance. Adult 
admission will rise to 45 
pounds this season. 

e Anew CD jukebox has 
been launched by French 
furniture manufacturer 
Electronic Arcades. It 
holds up to 60 discs. 


SPAIN 

e Segasa’s managing di- 
rector of manufacturers 
and distributors has com- 
pleted a management 
buyout of the company. 
Eduardo Morales now 
plans a change of image 
and a period of ex- 
pansion. 

e The Spanish manufac- 
turers association is plan- 
ning anew FER show for 
Madrid, to be held in May 
every two years. This will 
be a breakaway from the 


traditional show organiz- 
ed by Interalia. The rea- 
soning behind the new 
show is that the Spanish 
trade believes an annual 
event is too often for 
Spain. 

e Nevada, a new AWP 
from Cirsa, is so popular 
in Spain that the factory 
has been producing 200 
machines a day. The com- 
pany developed a special 
“belt” system of reels to 
comply with Spanish 
legislation. 

e New laws in Spain 
mean that the maximum 
jackpot on AWPs has 
been raised to 10,000 
pesetas ($90). Operators 
can now also exchange 
machines on single sites 
as many times as they 
choose (they were previ- 
ously restricted to one 
change a year). 

e Electrocoin’s U.K. 
base is developing games 
for the Spanish market. 
Prototypes are expected 
later this year. 


TURKEY 


e The Turkish govern- 
ment has relaxed tough 
regulations on arcades. 
Video game centers now 
only require a minimum 
size of 100 square meters 
instead of 400, and the 
rule which bans children 
under 18 has been amend- 
ed so that they are now 
allowed with parental 
consent. 


INDONESIA 


e Coin machine maga- 
zine Cash Box Australia 
will be organizing a coin- 
op “think tank’’ and 
forum in Bali sometime in 
1994. The specific dates 
will be announced later 
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this year. 


MALTA 


e Machines have been 
confiscated and location 
owners fined on the is- 
land of Malta, where reg- 
ulations are becoming 
more difficult to comply 
with. Camilmac Holdings 
will be coordinating ef- 
forts on behalf of op- 
erators, i.e., holding 
meetings and calling for 
negotiations with the 
government in hopes of 
clarifying the industry’s 
position. 


ROMANIA 


e Estimates are that 
there may be 20,000 video 
poker games operating in 
Romania. A high level of 
crime is one of the rea- 
sons why Western bus- 
inessmen have stayed 
away, although Stella has 
sent in some containers of 
equipment and the Elam 
Group has opened two 
arcades. 


POLAND 

e Burger King is expan- 
ding into Poland and will 
be using state-of-the-art 
amusement equipment. 
Two restaurants are al- 
ready open; another two 
are planned. Machines 
will be supplied by Sega 
Europe and U.K.-based 
Deith Leisure. 

e Suzo is opening new 
branches in Poland and 
Belgium. From there the 
company will be able to 
deal with the markets in 
Eastern and Western Eu- 
rope. The United States is 
a developing market for 
Suzo, particularly in 
terms of handle mechan- 
isms for slots and video 
lotteries. 
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ITALY 


e Over 8,000 trade mem- 
bers visited the Enada 
show this spring in Rim- 
ini, Italy. More than 30 
foreign firms took out 
booth space at the ever- 
expanding trade show. 


BULGARIA 

e A coin machine exhibi- 
tion may be held in the 
Bulgarian capital of 
Sofia. Rumors are that 
the trade association is 
planning a show for later 
this year for some 25 
companies. 

e Video card games are 
proving very popular in 
the Bulgarian market. K 
and K Ltd. of Pazardjik, 
one of the country’s coin 
machine entrepreneurs, 
began in 1991 with just 
four machines. The com- 
pany now has plans to 
set up a Western-style 
amusement arcade.

There’s a 
saying in Canada, ‘We don't 
charge 50 cents, 75 cents, or $1 to 
play pool in Canada...we charge a 
loon.’ It’s much easier to get an in- 
crease across with a dollar coin. It 


will put more dollars in your poc- 
ket.” He reminded charter holders 
to communicate their support for 
the dollar coin to their represen- 
tatives in Washington, D.C. 

On the international scene, 
Milhem noted that foreign delega- 
tions this year came from Aus- 
tralia, Bermuda, Spain, Canada, 
Germany, the United Kingdom, 
and newcomers the Netherlands 
and Hungary. He complimented 
charter holders on their cordial 
welcome to the international 
players and thanked Valley's 
James Griffiths for his efforts to 
enlarge the list of international 
charter holders. 

Golden Eight awards were pre- 
sented at the meeting to charter 
holders in three categories: 1) first- 
year member sanctioning the high- 
est number of players for the first 
official season—Skillful Vending 
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(Maine), Star Amusement (Ind.), 
and Central Distributing (Neb.); 2) 
highest percentage increase in 
sanctioned players over the pre- 
vious league season—Wal-Mac 
(Canada), Regent Vending (Cana- 
da), and Nick’s Amusement (Ohio); 
3) largest increase in sanctioned 
players over the previous season— 
Wal-Mac (Canada), D & R Star 
(Minn.), and C & N Sales (Minn.). 

The roundtable discussion 
touched on handicap systems, 
master level players, building 
leagues from the ground up, pro- 
motions, starting state tour- 
naments, and the new Valley tour- 
nament kit.

Telecommunications becoming 
closer to reality 


Ws. many in the industry are 
pondering the effects of video 
games being transmitted over 
phone lines, it’s not a new subject; 
it was a possibility being discussed 
10 years ago. 

According to reports in promi- 
nent newspapers and from in- 
dustry analysts of the time, the 
future would lie in telecommunica- 
tions. These industry experts 
predicted that over $30 billion 
worth of business transactions 
would take place on telecom- 
munication systems in the next 
three to five years. 

There was talk of transmitting 
video games over cable lines 
directly into homes. Of course, in 
1983 the very idea seemed light 
years away. Based on the technol- 
ogy of the times, it didn’t seem 
rooted in reality, although there 
was a company promoting a unit 
that would work like a video game 
library. All games would be retain- 
ed in the machine; new ones would 
be added on a regular basis. 

It should be no wonder that the 
concept of transmitting video 
games (or other information) over 
telephone lines directly into homes 
was met with skepticism. After all, 
this was a time when cable was not 
hooked up to every home and com- 
puters were just beginning to be us- 
ed by the masses. I know we were 
still banging out our stories on 
typewriters! 


Industry associations AMOA 
(operators), AGMA (manufactur- 
ers), and AVMDA (distributors)— 
the last two merged later to form 
AAMA~—were off to a shaky start in 
their first joint task. They agreed to 
work together to strengthen state 
and local associations, but soon 
were pointing fingers at each other 
as to who was really doing the job. 

The manufacturers association, 
in the meantime, announced plans 
to start its own trade show. Play 
Meter’s already-established AOE 
show had shown that a spring 
show was viable. 

In the news, Atari agreed to 
share data from a new product 
testing program with operators 
and distributors; Florida’s Alco- 
holic Beverage Commission ruled 
Little Casino games that allowed 
extended play were gambling 
devices; Chicago operators receiv- 
ed acity licensing commission opi- 
nion that it was illegal to locate 
video poker games there; Digi- 
course filed a patent infringement 
suit against Louisiana video game 
distributors, while Midway filed 
suit against Digicourse claiming it 
discredited the Midway name and 
that its patent should be declared 
invalid; Magnavox sued Bally, 
Claiming it had not made pay- 
ments for technology it licensed 
from Magnavox for use in video 
games; Nebraska state officials 
were considering a statewide video 
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game lottery; Universal U.S.A. 
opened its own distributorship, 
citing lack of distributor support in 
the sale of its Mr. Do! conversion 
kit; Ron Carrara joined Scan Coin; 
John Barone joined Exidy’s mar- 
keting and sales staff; AMOA 
began promoting a one-time $50 
jukebox license fee; and Nolan 
Bushnell assigned exclusive con- 
sumer rights to Atari for games he 
would be developing for the coin- 
op market. 

The top video games in arcade 
locations listed on Play Meter’s 
equipment poll were Pole Position, 
Time Pilot, Millipede, Xevious, and 
Q*Bert. For street locations: Pole 
Position, Time Pilot, Baby Pac-

Popeye. 

The top pinballs included Defen- 
der, Time Fantasy, Joust, Eight 
Ball Deluxe, and Q*Bert’s Quest.

CCMA gathers in Monterey 


T hough it had been discussed 
informally for two days, no 
one brought it up while business 
was Officially being conducted. But 
as the California Coin Machine 
Association’s (CCMA) annual con- 
vention was winding down, during 
the ‘Firing Line” portion of the 
show, Jerry Monday of Century 
Vending and Distributing raised 
his hand and gave “it” the 
spotlight. 

“There are over 500 operators in 
this state, yet look at the turnout 
here—10, 20 operators!” he said. 
“This is ridiculous; in fact, it’s a 
tragedy! We must address this ser- 
ious lack of membership.” 


To be sure, the CCMA conven- 
tion, held June 11-12 at the beauti- 
ful Monterey Plaza Hotel, was 
worth the while of the approxi- 
mately 75 people in attendance (in- 
cluding distributors, manufactur- 
ers’ representatives, spouses, 
guest speakers, etc.). In addition to 
informative business sessions, a 
legislative update, and an auction 
that raised nearly $25,000, there 
were myriad social activities and, 
in general, the opportunity to soak 
up the Monterey Peninsula’s spec- 
tacular scenery. Yet, despite all 
this on the menu, the vast majority 
of California’s operators did not 
show up. 
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“Tra (Bettelman of distributor- 
ship C.A. Robinson) will get 400 op- 
erators to attend his open houses 
after the ACME and AMOA shows, 
but we can’t get them to join 
CCMA or come to our convention,” 
observed Tony Parina of Automa- 
tic Merchandising Co. “Where are 
they?” 

Some said the 500-operator fig- 
ure is inflated, that there are really 
only half that many true opera- 
tors—those who make operating 
coin-op amusement equipment 
their occupation, their life’s work. 
The rest, it was said, only operate 
two or three games on the side, but 
still receive the ‘operator’ desig-

nation. Nonetheless, it was agreed 
that the CCMA needs a lot more 
members if it is to remain not only 
viable but strong. 

Dale Moore of L.A. Games opin- 
ed that California operators: 1) are 
more independent-minded than 
most, that they may be more inclin- 
ed to “go their own way and do 
their own thing,” and 2)have more 
diversionary activities at their 
disposal compared to operators in 
other states. ‘““Why go to ameeting 
when I can cruise down Highway 1, 
go snorkeling, or eat at Spago?”’ 
might ask the maverick California 
operator. 

Dennis Loper, CCMA co-execu- 
tive director with John Wendt, 
says operators often look for ex- 
cuses not to join. “I’ve heard, ‘Oh, 
CCMA is a tobacco-driven associa- 
tion. I don’t have vending ma- 
chines, so I’m not joining.’ Others 
say, Yousupport crane legislation, 
so I’m not supporting CCMA.’ 
Some who do belong won't come to 
the shows because they think it’s 
too expensive. If there’s a reason 
out there, operators will think of it. 

“But we can’t keep waiting until 
there’s a problem, a damaging bill 
introduced in the Legislature, to 
get a surge in membership. Even- 
tually it’ll be too late; a bill will get 


passed and we'll be finished. We 
need members and their dues to be 
able to monitor and fight adverse 
legislation.”’ 

One operator said he knew the 
fiberoptics issue was important, 
that it would affect him down the 
road, but as a small operator he 
had more pressing, day-to-day con- 
cerns. “I want to know how to op- 
erate in the ‘90s. I think a lot of 
small operators don’t join the 
CCMA because they don’t think 
they have any reason to.” 

An irritated Loper, who with 
Wendt lobbies on the CCMA’s be- 
half, responded, “It aggravates me 
to hear people say, ‘I don’t get 
anything out of it.’ For the last 11 
years you haven’t been hit with a 
seven percent gross receipts tax, 
which has saved your bottom lines 
from being ruined. Believe me, 
you've gotten something for your 
money!”’ 

That, pointed out Monday, may 
be the problem: operators may on- 
ly hear about one high-profile 
measure that CCMA has success- 
fully fought back, never knowing 
about the other nine, say, that were 
defeated behind the scenes. Ifmore 
operators were aware of the 
CCMA’s ongoing efforts, maybe 


they’d be willing to lend their 
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much-need financial support, he 
said. 

To give the CCMA a higher pro- 
file, it was suggested that the 
association take out a booth at the 
AMOA show, which will be held in 
Anaheim this October. That being 
the site, more California operators 
likely will attend than if it were in 
another state. Another suggestion 
was for the CCMA to stage one-day 
informational or technical semi- 
nars, perhaps two to four times a 
year. “That would slowly increase 
membership, since it would benefit 
all operators, big or small,” said an 
attendee. 


Business sessions 

Bill Stone of Stone Amusement 
Co. in Tullahoma, Tenn., led off the 
business sessions by briefing at- 
tendees on developments in the 
ever-changing telecommunica- 
tions industry. It’s a subject he 
tracks closely as a member of 
AMOA’s telecommunications 
subcommittee. 

Stone says it’s one thing to give 
the seven “Baby Bells’ conduit 
control, or the ability to transmit 
programming; it’s quite another to 
give them content control, to allow 
them to own information services. 
“Tf I’m going to pay the utilities as 
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Stephens, president; and Tony Parina, vice president. 


a rate-payer, I don’t want them in 
business competing with me,” he 
said. “It’s unfair competition; they 
are guaranteed a profit and have 
access to all their customers’ 
homes.” 

A new telecommunications bill 
has been introduced by Rep. Rick 
Boucher (D-Va.); it’s H.R. 1312, the 
“Communications Competitive- 
ness and Infrastructure Moderni- 
zation Act of 1993.” Boucher’s bill 
focuses on the construction of an 
“information superhighway, an in- 
teractive communications net- 
work capable of delivering voice, 
video, and data simultaneously 
and serving every home and busi- 
ness in America.’”’ Who does he 
think should build the network? 
You guessed it: the telephone in- 
dustry. In short, “it’s a bad bill,” 
Stone said. 

The proposed “Sega Channel,” a 
joint undertaking by Sega, Time 
Warner, and TCI, should give 
operators pause, Stone says. With 
a decoder on their TVs and a 
900-line, kids would be able to 
download games on their Sega 
Genesis. “They could just key up 
the games and interact with other 
kids—at 10 cents a game!” Stone 
said. “Think of how hard it is now 
with our games set at 25 or 50

cents.” 

Once this takes hold, Stone 
believes the Japanese could then 
find out where the smartest 
children in America live. The ap- 
paratus would exist to set up na- 
tional spelling bees, for example, 
with college scholarships offered 
as grand prizes. “It would allow 
them to discover our most creative 
minds, our best and brightest—the 
future game programmers of this 
world,” Stone said. 

What can be done to combat the 
mushrooming telecommunica- 
tions technology swirling around 
the coin-op industry? Stone recom- 
mends lobbying your congress- 
man, senator, and members of 
your state’s Public Service Com- 
mission; joining the politically 
powerful National Federation of 
Independent Businessmen; and 
setting up joint operator/manufac- 
turer game promotions to give the 
industry a higher profile. 

Switching subjects, Stone pre- 
dicted that this industry will see 
more revenue-sharing down the 
road. He said that he and a distri- 
butor tried it with Sega’s Time 
Traveler, with both parties ex- 
periencing favorable results. “I 
didn’t have to lay out $5,000 for the 
game, and I was able to make mon- 
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Rock-Ola/Antique Apparatus president Glenn Streeter with Mineko and Dale Moore of 
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ey,’ Stone said. “I plan to do more 
revenue-sharing in the future.” 

Speaking of the future, Randy 
Chilton of Chilton Vending and 
Billiards gave attendees a taste of 
what AMOA’s Advanced Technol- 
ogy Committee has been working 
on for the past two-plus years (it’s 
comprised of Chilton, Gene Urso, 
Wally Bohrer, Craig Johnson, R.A. 
Green, and Tammy Norberg-Paul- 
sen). One of the projects involves 
the potential of networking video 
games for tournament play. 

“T’m now referring to every video 
game currently on the street as a 
‘terminal,’ because it can actually 
be used in amature marketplace to 
buy merchandise, dispense tickets, 
and create a tremendous data 
base, among other things,” Chilton 
said. “‘Operators need to start 
thinking of their video games as 
terminals with great potential for 
expanded use. 

“Say you've got a four-player X- 
Men with four players competing, 
and the player with the highest 
score gets a plush bunny. What if 
you had 4,000 people playing that 
X-Men simultaneously, with the 
highest score getting a 10-speed 
bike or something even more ma- 
jor than that. This would all hap- 
pen by having video games com-

municating with each other via 
communication devices. And that 
technology is on the street today.” 

Chilton says more details—’’ma- 
jor details’ —should be released by 
the time the AMOA show rolls 
around in October. 

Fred Gillmann of Just Games of 
San Diego recalled the associa- 
tion’s effort last year to defeat S.B. 
1912 by Rep. Lucy Killea, which 
called for a seven percent gross 
receipts tax on video games. A 
strong grass-roots campaign by 
CCMA and effective lobbying by 
Loper and Wendt killed the bill, but 
had it passed, Gillmann says, 
California would’ve had 40 percent 
less operators. 

‘All operators need to get involv- 
ed; it can’t just be this group here, ” 
he said. “We all have to build a 
relationship with our represen- 
tatives. They don’t even know 
about the current coin-op industry; 
they think we’re all still making 
lots of money!”’ 

Gillmann found that if a mayor, 
representative, etc., won't meet 
with you, it’s effective to go 
through a major contributor or 
two. It worked with Killea, he says. 
She originally couldn’t find the 
time to see Gillmann, but after he 
got in touch with a couple of her 


heavyweight contributors, Killea 
couldn’t see Gillmann fast enough. 

As for her gross receipts tax bill, 
it was generally agreed that she 
wouldn't author such legislation in 
the future—but someone else likely 
will. 


Legislative update 

Loper went through a list of bills 
that have either been introduced in 
the Assembly or Senate. Among 
those being tracked by the CCMA 
are: 

e A bill that totally bans smoking 
in restaurants, bars, and the 
workplace. 

e A bill that allows cigarette ven- 
ding machines in bars. It’s strin- 
gent, Loper says, but of the two 
bills CCMA is supporting this one. 

e A bill that prohibits “harmful 
matter’’-filled vending machines 
within 250 feet of schools. What 
constitutes harmful matter is not 
made clear. 

e A bill that places a two-and-a- 
half-cent tax on cigarettes to fund 
a study on breast cancer. 

e A bill that increases the 
cigarette tax by 27 cents a pack. 
Loper says it could be amended to 
$1 a pack. 

e And, last but not least, a bill 
that requires a warning placed on 
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video games—saying that they 
could cause epileptic seizures!

But he adds, “We proved them 
wrong. As the games were shipped, 
they were followed closely to verify 
what Alvin G. & Co. employees 
already knew—they worked right 
out of the box and, more important- 
ly, worked well and earned even 
better after 20 weeks on location.”

typical bulk vending machine 
as arusted, beat-up piece of equip- 
ment that stores peanuts from 
1974, it’s time to update your think- 
ing. Bulk vending has come a long 
way, baby, and one of the com- 
panies leading the renaissance is 
Machine-O-Matic, based in On- 
tario, Canada. 

The firm was founded by 
CEO/president Joe Schwarzli in 
1963 with his nephew, Joe Boehm 
(he bought Boehm out in 1985). 
Machine-O-Matic started out as a 
small metal casting operation, sup- 
plying the Canadian market with 
limited amounts of vending ma- 
chine parts. Almost 30 years later, 
in July 1992, the company moved 
its manufacturing operation into a 
new custom-designed facility, from 
which its ships complete product 
lines worldwide. 

Son Bernie, the vice president, 
has worn many hats while at 
Machine-O-Matic. He began work- 
ing there part time in 1971 and 
assumed full-time duties in 1975. “I 
started out in the tool room as a 
tool-and-die apprentice, he recall- 
ed. ‘I completed that area and then 
spent a couple of years in each of 
the manufacturing departments. 


By 1985 [had become more involv- 
ed in the office, specifically in the 
marketing end. That’s where my 
heaviest push is today, though my 
overall job still deals with the direc- 
tionand operation of the manufac- 
turing sector.’

Machine-O-Matic: setting 
the pace in bulk vending

Machine-O-Matic started out 


with the “SB/RB’ line of small bulk 


vendors in square or round shapes. 
In 1983 it began tooling and manu- 
facturing the ‘Northern Beaver’’ 
large capsule vendors. A short 
time later Machine-O-Matic came 
out with its “J” line of stands. 
Said Schwarzii, ‘“The trademark 
name for our products is ‘Beaver.’ 
When you say ‘Beaver, people 
automatically know that means 
gum machines, bulk vending ma- 
chines, mechanisms, and stands. 
You'll find a lot of manufacturers 
who use our components within 
their own machines. Their adver- 


tising will state something like ‘We 
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years, but the main item is still our 
small RB/SB machines, the peanut 
and gum machines.” 

Recognizing the trend toward 
giant gumball machines, but 
wishing to do something other 
than jump on the bandwagon, 
Machine-O-Matic developed the 
multi-vend bulk vendors Tri-Tower 
and Treasure Island. (The com- 
pany does, however, sell Beaver 
components to other giant gum- 
ball manufacturers.) 

“We've seen the advent of the 
giant gumball machines that stand 
seven to eight feet high, and we've 
decided to combat that with our 
Tri-Tower and Treasure Island,’ 
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7 aisles,

Machine-O-Matic’s bulk vending 
machine sales in America have 
been growing steadily since 1975, 
with the biggest surge beginning in 
1988. “It’s been largely due to our 
advertising and marketing in the 
United States,’ Schwarzli said. “I 
think our product and the type of 
ads that we run have helped bring 
amore professional image to the 


bulk vending industry. It’s beena 
closet industry in the past; people 


knew about bulk vending but 
_ thought little of it. 
“But we offered a high-quality 


|| machine that required no refur- 
_ bishing, compared to what the 
competition was offering. Now 
most of them have gone with 
ee cd plating, too; they're offer- 


ing a better product. So as far as 
the operator goes, the equipment 
that he needs for his business has 
improved across the board with all 
the manufacturers.’ 

Schwarzli says music and games 
operators who might not have con- 
sidered bulk vending in the past 
are beginning to take a second 
look. 


“Bulk vending is a bit 
different for music and 
games operators, in the 
sense that now they 
have to contend with 
food products, some of 
which spoils over 

time. ”’ 


“We're starting to get the music 
and games guys,’ he said. “The 
video game market has been so 
tough for them, and the equipment 
is so expensive. Whereas a half- 
way decent video costs at least 
$2.000-$3,000, you can get a good 
bulk machine in the $60-$70 range. 
Most of these operators already 
have the locations, so it’s very easy 
for them to pop in a few bulk 
machines with the video games, 
compared to the straight bulk 
operator who's looking for new 
locations. That’s not an easy job. 

“The music and games operators 
are learning what bulk is all about. 
It’s a bit different for them, in the 
sense that now they have to con- 
tend with food products, some of 
which spoils over time. They have 
to make sure that one, they don't 
expand too much initially in terms 
of variety, and two, that they have 
a good turnover of their product.” 

Besides the cost, what are some 
other key benefits to operating 
bulk vending machines? 

“They don't take up much space, 


they don’t have any electrical re- 
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quirements, they re basically 
trouble-free, and since they don't 
need updating like a video game, 
they can last 15-20 years, 
Schwarzli said. “Once operators 
have made the low initial invest- 
ment, the machines will be produc- 
ing revenues for them for an in- 
definite period of time. They may 
have to invest $5 or a maximum of 
$10 over a 15 year period, and 
that’s only for parts that may wear 
out with time. But in terms of hav- 
ing to replace a whole unit, it 
doesn't happen.” 

The best locations, without a 
doubt, are taverns and bars, 
Schwarzli says. ‘They're ideal 
because you have a lot of people 
who come in and sit for a while,” he 
explained. “They want something 
to go with their drinks, and bulk 
vendors with peanuts, cashews, 
and pistachios are ideal. But it’s 
crucial to make sure you cater the 
product to your clientele. You cer- 
tainly don’t want gumballs in 
there. 

“Other good locations, if youcan 
get into them, are office complexes, 
airports, bus terminals, subways— 
wherever you have people waiting 
to be served. You don’t necessarily 
want a location where people just 
walk in and walk out. You want 
them standing around and 
waiting; that’s where you get a lot 
of impulse buying.’ 

And, should a dollar coin ever 
become a reality in the United 
States, this impulse buying will 
mean more profits for bulk ven- 
ding operators. It’s already proven 
to be the case in Canada. 

“Twenty-five cents is still the 
mainstay, though you have the 
odd dime price-per-vend and some 
50-cent vendors for capsules,’ 
Schwarzli said. ‘People aren't too 
keen on dropping two coins. | think 
when you finally come out with a 
single dollar coin, bulk vending 
sales will just mushroom. That’s 
what Canadians have found with 
the dollar Loonie coin. It took afew 
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months for people to accept, but 
now they spend the Loonie as 
readily as a 25-cent coin. Pro- 
fitability for Canadian operators 
has never been better.”’ 

Customers don’t grouse about 
putting a Loonie in bulk vendors 
because they’re getting a larger 
portion than when 25 cents was in- 
serted. ‘For example, instead of 
getting approximately seven 
M&Ms for a quarter, you get 
20-odd M&Ms for a dollar,”’ 
Schwarzli said. “Or you get a full 
handful of peanuts instead of a 
partial handful. A lot of people 
don’t understand that the public is 
not stupid. If they get burned once 
they won’t come back. You've got 
to give value for your coinage.

“The whole concept behind bulk 
vending is that you don’t have to 
pay for the packaging of pre- 
packaged product. In many cases 
you'll find that the portion you get 
out of a bulk machine is equivalent 
to, if not more than, a packaged 
product. There’s also the freshness 
factor. A packaged product could 
be on the shelf for six months, but 
you know that there are enough 
people going through a bulk ma- 
chine that the product is rotated 
anywhere from one week to four 
weeks. I know of many operators 
who pick up their product from the 
roasters and it’s still hot! Youcan't 
beat the flavor of nuts as fresh as 
that.”’ 

As for candy, Schwarzli says 
customers look for the emblem of a 
national brand on that bulk ma- 
chine: M&Ms, Skittles, Mike & 
Ike’s Jellybeans, Leaf and Concord 
gumballs, and other items that 





receive national advertising. Gum- 
balls, he contends, will “never die 
in North America. We were raised 
on them, and our kids will be, too. 
Besides that, there’s great profit in

tor buy equipment from Machine- 
O-Matic? What separates the com- 


pany from its competitors? 
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‘Basically it comes down to this: 
you’ve got Mercedes-Benz buyers 
and you've got Chevrolet buyers,” 
Schwarzli concluded. “With our 
machines you don’t have refur- 
bishing costs, because we don’t 
paint them; everything is chrome- 
plated. Once an operator has spent 
the extra money on our equipment, 
he knows that he'll never have to 
bring it in for refurbishing. The 
machines will look like brand new 
for 20 years.

“The next cost he’s saved on is 
durability. Our machines are built 
so that they don’t break down, it’s 
that simple. The majority of stands 
out there, for example, cost less 
than ours. But they all rust and 
leave rust marks on the store floor. 
Our stands do not rust. And if for 
some odd reason a mechanism 
fails because of a manufacturing 
flaw, we guarantee to replace it at 
no charge. That’s a lifetime 
guarantee that the other manufac- 
turers don’t have. And when it does 
happen, we make sure the custo- 
mer gets his parts within days, not 
weeks. 

“Finally, we listen to our opera- 
tors. Ifthey have a complaint, or if 
there’s something they would like 
that they don’t currently have, 
we'll do a feasibility study on it. If 
we feel it’s a go, we tool up for it and 
put it on the market. We constant- 
ly make changes to our machines 
and mechanisms as the coins 
change. Being constantly in touch 
with the operators is very impor- 
tant to us. All said and done, the 
operator has a much higher quali- 
ty of product selection available to 
him now than he has ever had.” LJ

A mong the subjects covered in 
the interview were state asso- 


Ciations and their continuing quest 
to gain membership, the coin-op 
climate in Illinois, and the varying 
aspects of operating music and 
games and full-line vending 
equipment. 

As chairman of AMOA’s State 
Association Committee, what 
would you say are the major pro- 
blems facing state associations 
today? 

To put aside the problem of video 
lottery, I would say it’s gaining 
membership and keeping that 
membership interested and happy. 
It’s been very difficult for some 
states to get new members and 
maintain a good level of 
membership. 

Naturally an issue like video lot- 
tery will drum up members, but 
that’s just because a lot of people 
are interested in getting it. And 
when there’s a crisis like a pending 
tax increase, people join the associ- 
ation and attend meetings to fight 
it. But when nothing special is go- 
ing on, when it’s a matter of dealing 
with everyday issues, membership 
tends to wane. Keeping the interest 
level up is a big problem facing 
state associations. 

What suggestions do you have 
for the state associations to in- 
crease membership and get more 
than a handful of people doing 
everything? 

When I was president of Illinois’ 
vending association, it was a mat-

ter of getting people involved in 
committee meetings, PAC meet- 
ings, legislative cocktail parties, 
and other important activities. 
There needs to be a long-term plan 
as to the issues you want to tackle, 
such as a reduction in the sales tax 
or a state amusement fee. Use 
these issues as rallying points to 
get everyone interested in the state 
association; they’re issues that af- 
fect us all. 

Is that the primary role of a state 
association, to monitor adverse 
legislation and lobby for industry 
issues? 

I think it’s becoming more evi- 
dent that political involvement is 
the key role of a state association. 
Operators must stay abreast of 
what's happening at their state 
capital. There’s always somebody 
looking to take a shot at our 
industry. 

Do you think most operators 
view state associations as do- 
nothing organizations? That 
might explain the rampant 
ambivalence. 

I don’t know, but it’s up to the ex- 
ecutive branch of the state associa- 
tion to set the tone. Here in Illinois, 
both the music and games and ven- 
ding associations are very active, 
and that’s because the people who 
run them are enthusiastic and 
vibrant. They see to it that the 
membership has a lot of different 
activities to get involved in. The

leadership—the executive director, 
the president, the vice president— 
has to set the agenda. 

Ican remember years ago where 
all you’d see were the same faces at 
every meeting. But then we started 
putting together programs and 
meetings that made sense. For ex- 
ample, we’d have roundtable dis- 
cussions and bring in guest 
speakers to give talks on various 
topics. We mixed it up to the point 
where a guy did more at a meeting 
than have a few drinks, eat dinner, 
and go home. There has to be more 
offered in order for him to want to 
attend the meeting. But you don't 
generate interest overnight; it 
takes three or four meetings to get 
things going. 

Has your music and games 
association done like other states 
and done away with exhibits at the 
annual trade show? 

We no longer have exhibits at 
the Illinois state show. Now the 
focus is on presenting strong sub- 
ject matter to the membership, in- 
formation that we feel is useful to 
them. But we still have a big ban- 
quet and fund-raising auction. The 
membership must like what’s be- 
ing done, because we usually have 
avery good turnout. 

Do you recommend that a state 
association use a lobbyist ex- 
clusively for political purposes? In 
other words, should all activity at 
the capital be turned over to him, 
or is it better to also have the grass- 
roots presence of operators? 

You’ve got to have both. A lob- 
byist can only do so much, associa- 
tion members need to get out and 
talk to their representatives. They 
want to hear from the constituents 
themselves, not just a bunch of 
lobbyists. 

What’s the status of video lottery 
legislation in Illinois? 

We've presented a bill again this 
year for video lottery, and we're 
still hopeful. In Illinois a lot 
depends on how Gov. Edgar and

(Chicago) Mayor Daley get along 
on an issue. Edgar is generally 
anti-gaming, while Daley wants 
whatever he can get for the city of 
Chicago. Both are facing desperate 
straits for revenue, so you'd think 
each of them would view video lot- 
tery as ideal. It hasn’t happened 
yet, obviously, but maybe this will 
be our year. 

How’s the coin-op environment 
in general—are operators satisfied 
or dissatisfied with business? 

I think most operators in I[llinois 
are doing fine. They’re all sitting on 
the edge of their seat wondering 
what to do about video lottery, but 
other than that business is good, 
especially considering today's 
economic conditions. 

Recently I went to a meeting in 
Springfield, our capital city, and 
talked with a bunch of operators. 
None of them were really crying 
the blues, but they weren't jumping 
for joy either. It’s middle of the 
road: they aren’t starving, but by 
the same token they’re not making 
the money that they should be. 

Do you have any gross receipts 
taxes to deal with in Illinois? 

The Legislature is talking about 
it, but nothing has come out of com- 
mittee at this point. That’s always 
a fear for us; we sure don't want to 
get hit with a tax like that. In talk- 
ing to a few representatives I found 
out that there haven't been as 
many bills filed this session com- 
pared to last year; what that 
means, I don’t know. 

Let’s shift to you personally— 
where do you operate, how much 
of your operation is music and 
games vs. full-line vending, etc.? 

We have a full-blown vending 
operation in the northwest su- 
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burbs of Chicago, complete with 
our own commissary. We also op- 
erate music and games in the nor- 
thwest suburbs of Chicago, plus 
some in Chicago itself. It’s mostly 
street locations, though we do 
have some bowling centers. We're 
not in what you'd call a strictly 
game room situation. We tried that 
but it didn’t work out very well. A 
lot of the restrictions that exist in 
many of the suburban communi- 
ties make it difficult to do game 
room operations. 

The music and games and ven- 
ding operations are both large. We 
also have an industrial manual 
feeding division that provides 
cafeterias in a number of plant 
locations. 

Were you into music and games 
before vending? 

Yes. We got into vending after- 
ward, but we’ve been involved with 
it for many years—since 1960. 

What advice do you have for op- 
erators who may want to operate 
vending machines but don't quite 
know how to get started? 

Buy reliable equipment and go 
slowly. Do your homework and 
learn before you go crazy and put 
a lot of equipment out there. It 
always looks easier than it really 
is. If you jump in too quickly, it can 
eat you up real fast. And don't 
think you have to give these ridi- 
culous commissions; you ll only be 
hurting yourself. 

Vending is a capital-intensive 
business, and the returns are a lit- 
tle bit different. In music and 
games your're selling time on the 
equipment, whereas in vending 
you're actually selling a product. 
They’re two totally different 
businesses, so you have to wear 
two totally different hats. The only 
reason I understand it as well as I 
do is because I’ve been doing it for 
so long—and made a lot of mis- 
takes along the way! You forget 
about those and move on. 

What equipment should a new 


vending operator start with? 

The easiest way to start would be 
with candy, snacks, and soft 
drinks, then get into coffee. But the 
thing to focus on—and it’s some- 
thing a lot of people forget—is ac- 
countability and inventory control. 
That’s where you can get eaten up. 

The vending industry has come a 
long way in terms of controlling ac- 
countability. In our company all of 
the route people carry hand-held 
computers that take inventory on 
all the machines. We’ve also tested 
and are implementing what we call 
an ‘accountability box’’ that’s 
made by Veri-Fone. It’s retrofitted 
to all the equipment we have and 
allows us to record all the transac- 
tions that have taken place since 
the machines were last serviced. 
This is done in a matter of seconds. 

You have to realize that a ven- 
ding machine has items with six or 
seven different prices; that’s why 
accountability is so difficult. Now, 
with this new technology available 
to us, we've been able to get a bet- 
ter handle on things. There are vir- 
tually no shortages. Those that oc- 
cur are a result of some sort of 
equipment breakdown. It shows 
how sophisticated vending has 
become, and it’s only going to get 
better. 

Is this technology expensive? 

I think the hand-held computers 
cost in the neighborhood of about 
$2,000. 

That sounds expensive, but you 
seem to be saying that operators 
should spend the money if they 
want to keep up with the 
competition. 

One of the reasons it’s so 
valuable is that myself and other 
operators have lost the right to 
give polygraph tests to prospective 
employees. So we really don’t 
know what we're getting when we 
hire someone. To cover that, I sug- 
gest investing in this technology; 
it’s money well spent. 

I brought this up because I want

music and games operators to 
know that vending is more than 
buying a few machines and plugg- 
ing them in. Don’t get caught in the 
trap of thinking that it’s like setting 
a video game or a pinball; it’s not. 

What’s “hot” in vending in terms 
of products, and on the flip side, 
besides cigarettes, what’s out? 

What’s in are dual-cup, dual- 
price coffee machines. They offer 
both 8-1/4 and 12-ounce cups in the 
same machine, and the coffee is 
freshly ground and brewed. There 
are all kinds of international 
flavors and cappuccino. It’s given 
our company a real nice boost in 
terms of profitability, because we 
can charge premium prices for 
these gourmet coffees in a 
12-ounce cup. The equipment is ex- 
pensive, but it’s definitely been a 
boon to vending operators. Hope- 
fully we'll also see a new genera- 
tion of soft drinks in the not-so- 
distant future. 

As far as what’s out on the food 
side, fatty foods and salty foods are 
losing their popularity. For the past 
year or two the emphasis has been 
on healthy, low-cholesterol items. 
That’s good on one hand, but on 
the other hand I’m concerned 
about a new food labeling law 
that’s going to be coming out. If we 
have to follow the procedures that 
they have planned, the label will 
cover most of the package that the 
food product is contained in. I’m 
hoping there will be some revisions 
so it isn’t quite as complicated or 
potentially damaging. 

What did you think of the french 
fry vending machines shown at 
NAMA’s Western convention and 
trade show? 
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There have been many attempts 
made at getting good french fries 
out of a vending machine. It’s a 
great idea, but I’m still concerned 
about the sanitation problems and 
the service problems. We tested a 
few and had only mediocre success 
with them. I don’t think someone 
just starting into vending should 
fool with french fry machines. 

A guy just starting out in vending 
should stick to the basics. A new 
music and games operator begins 
with jukeboxes, pool tables, and 
dart games. In vending you should 
begin with canned drink machines, 
snack machines, and maybe a few 
coffee machines. Let that be it until 
you learn more about the business. 

How does a guy determine which 
products to put in his vending 
machines? There are so many out 
there that choosing must be 
difficult. 

It’s a learning process, because 
each account is a little bit different. 
Some accounts may do a high 
volume of candy, while another is 
more involved in snacks. Diet 
drinks may be essential to one ac- 
count and unimportant to another. 
Start out with the national brands; 
they’re safe. As you go on you'll 
learn the specific brands that a 
location wants. It takes time; I’ve 
been in business for years and I’m 
still learning what my accounts 
want. 

Where do you buy the products? 

There are a lot of different vend 
distributors; in Chicago we have 
three of them. They have all the 
major brands and deliver to your 
door, or you can pick the products 
up yourself. We also buy many 
items direct from the manu- 
facturer. 

So you don’t have to be in or near 
a major city to have access to top- 
quality merchandise. 

No, I don’t believe so. The distri- 
bution network that the vend dis- 
tributors have set up covers pretty 
much all the different areas of the 


country. There’s no reason an op- 
erator shouldn’t be able to get any 
product that he wants. 

What hassles do you have with 
music and games that you don’t 
have with vending, and vice 
versa? 

The same type of problems exist 
on both sides of the business, such 
as pricing and commissions. But 
probably the biggest difference 
between the two is the type of 
clientele you have to deal with. In 
vending you’re usually dealing 
with a different kind of person, so- 
meone who understands proposals 
and profit/loss statements better 
than a music and games customer. 
There’s a different mind-set, and 
you have to recognize that. You 
have to talk to a music and games 
customer one way and a vending 
customer another way. 

I guess one thing you don’t have 
on the vending side is a customer 
caught up in the “hit” syndrome— 
Give me the hit games, give me 
the hit games!”’ 

That’s true; I don’t have that pro- 
blem with vending. In vending it’s 
pretty standard in terms of equip- 
ment: glass-front machines, coffee 
machines, etc. What it boils down 
to is the particular items that I’m 
going to put in there. 

I always suggest starting out 
with the best brand-name products 
you can find. Sell them at a fair 
price so that youcan make a dollar 
but still keep the consumer happy. 
After you get things going you 
might consider deviating your pro- 
duct offerings to fit specific tastes. 
For example, we have a large 
Hispanic population in our ven- 
ding area so we put a lot of Mex- 
ican foods in our machines. You 
probably wouldn’t do that in other 
areas of the country, though. 
That’s why I say you always have 
to be cognizant of who your 
customers are. What sells in one 
area might flop in another. 

If Don Hesch has basically the

same machines and the same pro- 
duct offerings as the next guy, 
what distinguishes him the 
most—service? 

I didn’t touch on service, and 
youre right, it’s just as important 
on the vending side as the music 
and games side. All of our vehicles 
are radio-dispatched, and the route 
people all wear beepers. We 
employ a dispatcher who does 
nothing but dispatch service calls 
and keep in constant contact with 
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the service personnel. Goodwill is 
just as important as the items 
youre selling in that machine. 

I’d also like to mention that we 
have our own commissary. We can 
control the food that goes into the 
machine and make sure the 
customer gets the freshest items 
possible. All of the food that we 
manufacture stays in the machine 
for amaximum of 48 hours. After 48 
hours it’s waste as far as we're con- 
cerned. This policy, I think, helps 
us maintain our customer base 
and, hopefully, attract new 
customers. 

The way I look at it, anyone can 
sell a bag of chips, a can of soda, or 
a cup of coffee. Our expertise lies in 
providing the vending customer 
with a top-notch food program. 
That’s what separates us from 
most of the vending companies 
that we compete with. 

We have a four-week menu, and 
there are specials included on the 
menu every week. It’s displayed 
every Monday morning and ex- 
plains what’s going to be offered 
Monday through Friday. We may 
have a Mexican food week with a 
different item featured each day, or 
it could be “hot dog” week with 
chili dogs one day, hot dogs with 
sauerkraut the next day, and so on. 
You've got to spice up the menu to 
keep things interesting. 

You see, with a food machine, all 
the people have is a little window to 
look through to determine what 
they’re going to buy. They can't 
touch it, they can’t feel it, and they 
can’t smell it. All they can trust is 
their eyes, what they see—the 
presentation. You've got a tough 
job merchandising that item, so 
you must make sure that once the 
customer buys it, you give him 
what you promised. That’s the key: 
present the food as best as youcan 
and deliver the quality that you 
advertised. 

How many people does A.H. 
Entertainers employ? 
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Counting both sides, about 170. 
We have 12 or 13 people in our 
commissary, and they have their 
hands full: we make in excess of 
9,000 items a day. That brings me to 
another important matter: con- 
trolling your waste. 

Are you happy with your waste 
level, for lack of a better term? 

You’re never happy with it, but 
we're somewhere around the 15 
percent level. That’s an accurate 
fact. Like most people in the ven- 
ding business, we want to attain 10 
to 12 percent waste. 

Would a dollar coin help one side 
of your business more than the 
other? 

Oh no, it'll help both sides 
dramatically. The dollar coin 
would allow us to move beyond the 
pricing restrictions that we have 
now.

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How has your cigarette route 
been affected by the anti-smoking 
movement? 

The restrictions that have been 
imposed in various municipalities, 
as well as the increased taxation, 
have hurt business. We still have a 
substantial cigarette route, but it’s 
not what it used to be. 

Here’s one for you: if you were 
told, ‘‘Don, you have to give up one 
or the other, music and games or 
vending,”’ which one would you 
choose and why? 

I’d tell you to go to hell, I’m not 
giving up either one! I love both of 
them; being in both businesses is 
the greatest thing that ever hap- 
pened to our company. When one 
gives you a problem, the other one 
serves as your therapy. So I’m 
holding on to each one! L)

Three of the 
five do not include street battles in 
game play, but rather incorporate 
themes that are completely differ- 
ent from one another.

In the Hunt 
This game may be the freshest

Crime Patrol 

The popularity of live-action 
games is growing and American 
Laser Games’ Crime Patrol may be 
one of the best themes for it. The 
Mad Dog McCree Western, the 
Who Shot Johnny Rock? mob war, 
and the Space Pirates celestial 
adventure all use laser disc realism 
but are not as easy to relate to as 
the law enforcement role. 

Two players can team up to in- 
crease the chances of success in 
each mission. They can fire as 
many shots as indicated on the bot- 
tom of the screen and must reload 
by firing once off-screen, just as in 
Konami’s Lethal Enforcers. 

Characters on-screen talk to the 
player and help give the illusion of 
realism as he progresses from 
rookie to detective to SWAT team 
member. Only by successfully 
completing these missions can the 
player end up on Delta Force battl- 
ing terrorist hijackers and political 
asSassins. 

The action is much smoother 
than that achieved in past laser 
games, although the inherent 





“blacking out” still occurs between 
scenes for a brief interval. Occa- 
sionally the game won't respond to 
successful shots, causing the 
player to “interact” by directing 
harsh words at the game. 

A perfect laser game will take 
time to develop. In the meantime, 
the current ones are realistic 
enough to gain player support. 
Crime Patrol is also for older 
players. 


World Heroes 2 

This next Mega-shock title for the 
SNK Neo-Geo system is a sequel to 
a surprisingly interesting fighting- 
themed game.

World Heroes 2 offers characters 
that are interesting in appearance 
and voice synthesis. The original 
game involved players in travels 
around the globe to battle oppon- 
ents in their native homelands, un- 
til the final battle with a “morph” 
that could transform itselfinto any 
one of the characters. 

The choice of fighters in World 
Heroes ranged from a Russian 
wizard to a German cyborg. The 
eight original characters return in 
World Heroes 2, along with six 
newcomers.

New scenery and obstacles have 
also been added, such as a sawmill 
with blades moving across the 
screen.

Although more interesting than 
the first game, it is much harder to 
survive a fight in both the normal 
and death matches.

You are entering a

Jim sat down and talked with pinball designers Pat Lawlor and Larry DeMar 
about their latest game, Twilight Zone. Here’s what the two had to say: 





en you build the best- 
selling pinball machine of 
all time,” Pat began, “it’s not lost on 
you that you must have done 
something right.” 

Larry added, “We wanted to put 
a lot of depth and breadth in the 
feature package to give the player 
a reason to keep on playing. With 
the extra depth you have inherent 
complexity. In order to keep the 
game understandable, we took the 
basic structure of the mansion 
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from the Addams Family and 
transformed it into the door on 
Twilight Zone. We built the rest of 
the game around that. 

“Along with all of the problems 
inherent with power balls, clocks, 
and power playfields, what is not 
obvious to the casual observer is 
that a lot of the rules in the game 
can be diametrically opposed to 
each other. Making them all merge 
into one game was a real trick.”’ 

“When we are designing games,” 
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Pat continued, “we take input from 
everyone in the building. I go out of 
my way to invite Roger [Sharpe] in- 
to my office because he is one of the 
people I like getting input from.” 

The Twilight Zone body is one 
shooter lane wider than a tradi- 
tional pin game. Williams has 
dubbed this a “Superpin.” It is not 
a very obvious difference and 
many players don’t notice at first. 
Distributors should note that the 
game fits into the same box as a 
regular pin and operators will like 
that it takes up the same floor 
space. I asked why this change was 
made. 

“There are two major reasons 
why I pushed for a wider game,” 
Pat told me. “In the past five years 
we have attained the power in our 
flippers and our mechanisms to be 
able to move the ball around on a 
slightly larger playfield. One of the 


problems with the original wide 
bodies was that the ball floated all 
over the place and you didn't have 
enough power to get the ball where 
you wanted it to go.

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string of hit games have more 
mechanical devices on the play- 
field. Twilight Zone has the mini- 
playfield, the gumball machine, 
the clock, and all the shots connec- 
ting under the playfield. There are 
also mechanisms to enable the 
machine to reload the gumball 
machine. For the novelty and gim- 
micks, the area needed to be 
larger.” 

Pat picked up the conversation: 
‘T’ve been asked by more than one 
operator here today, ‘When will it 
all end? When will you have put 
too much on a game?’ My answer 
is that if we are smart and do our 
job, it will never end. 

“We can never forget that we are 
in the entertainment business. We 
build entertainment that comes in 
a box. The day that our entertain- 
ment becomes stale, our part in the 
entertainment business comes toa 
halt. You went to see the movie 
‘Star Wars’ partially for special ef- 
fects. The sequel had even better 
effects and so on. We need to keep 
the vibrancy of what we deliver in 
the way of entertainment alive for 
our players, who are paying all of 
our Salaries. 


“The people at WMS see them- 
selves as the ones doing that. Itis 
exciting to bring new stuff to the 
marketplace—very exciting.” 

Roger added, “Everyone asks, 
‘When are you going to give every- 
one else a break? How can you be 
so successful for such a long period 
of time?’ I think it is the commit- 
ment of the company, from man- 
agement on down, to support this 
market. We want to be leaders and 
innovators and not sit back and 
wait for the other guy to do it first.” 

Larry continued, “Creating Twi- 
light Zone was a big risk. We have 
produced agame that costs alittle 
more for a market that is getting a 
little weaker. We heard comments 
like, ‘You can’t raise the price, you 
have to lower the price.’ 

‘The really hot operators realize 
that it is the entertainment value of 
any game that drives the cash box. 


Those who aren’t as astute settle 
for second, third, or fourth best.” 

Roger said, “An operator and I 
were discussing pinball’s role to- 
day. I told him that it is time to start 
thinking that if you have two pin- 
balls, maybe it is time for a third. If 
you have three, maybe it is time for 
four. Your audience is getting 
stronger and they will support the 
increase. He told me he was ahead 
of me. ‘I have five and I’m going up 
to nine! I want to get into leagues 
and tournaments.’ ”’ 

After the background discussion, 
I asked for an explanation of the 
major game features. Pat began 
the description: “Think Addams 
Family and 80 percent of what is in 
the game will lead you home. The 
‘Twilight Zone’ tie-in is that we 
have a pinball that isn’t really a 
pinball, flippers that aren’t really 
flippers, etc. 


“The skill shot is to go as high up 
the shooter lane as you can with- 
out going off the end. The ball is fed 
into the Rocket kicker on the right; 
it shoots the ball to the Hitchhiker 
and onto the jet bumpers. 

‘The Power Field is an interes- 
ting place to be. When The Power 
is qualified, you shoot the steel 
ramp, just right of center, to get up 
to the playfield. While there, you 
use the flipper buttons to control 
magnets which move the ball. Sur- 
rounding the magnets are swit- 
ches which are worth 500,000 to 
one million points each. Although 
the object is to propel the ball off 
the far end of the platform, at the 
top of the pyramid, a player should 
try to rack up points while there 
because defeating The Power 
doubles the points and awards a 
Door Panel.”’ 

Larry explained about Door 
Panels: “Door Panels are impor- 
tant to collect to get to Lost In The 
Zone. Panels are earned by 
shooting the Slot Machine, the 
Player Piano, or by defeating The 
Power. 

‘The second way to battle The 
Power is to earn it from the Door 
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Panel. The third way is from the 
Spiral feature. Similar to other 
features from past games, if you 
make a loop shot from the opposite 
return lane the award lights above 
the flippers are completed. Every 
second Spiral award also earns 
you the right to Battle The Power. 

“The first thing you should do, if 
you haven't lit Battle The Power 
from the skill shot, is to complete 
the Gumball sequence. Multi-ball 
begins after you lock a ball or two 
and then complete either the Lock 
shot or the left ramp.” 

Larry made a game comparison: 
‘‘Many of the Door features in this 
game are similar to Addams Fami- 
ly Mansion features, except for the 
Clock games. There is a mechan- 
ical clock at the upper right play- 
field area which is usually timing 
various modes in the game. There 
are two new modes which directly 
involve the clock called Clock Mil- 
lions and Clock Chaos,”’ he said. 

I then learned about a helpful 
feature that involves the spiral 
magnets at the upper playfield, 
which stop the ball and set up shots 
for the upper flippers. This is nice 
anytime, but especially during 
multi-ball when it helps set up the 
Jackpot shots. The game plays the 
“Twilight Zone” music to tell you it 
has set up a shot for you. 

A question was asked regarding 
the wear and tear of six balls in the 
playfield at the same time during 
the Lost In The Zone feature. Larry 
assured me that he didn’t see a pro- 
blem, especially in view of the fact 
that Lost In The Zone is a one or 
two percent feature. There are 
many exciting things to do with the 
game and Lost In The Zone is the 
ultimate challenge; it just doesn’t 
come up very often. 

The buy-in feature is available at 
the end of the game, which allows 
the player to buy an extra ball for 
one credit. This can be helpful, for 
example, when you drain just as 
you are about to enter Lost In The 
Zone. L]

4 business convention? 


o those make-it-tax-deductible 

ads describing a business con- 
vention in Hawaii and boasting 
about mixing business with 
pleasure tell it like it is? Will the 
IRS stand still for such a tax 
giveaway? Yes! But first a warn- 
ing: most of those ads are not what 
they're cracked up to be. Deduc- 
ting business conventions mixed 
with pleasure trips is much more 
difficult, according to the IRS, than 
the advertisements claim or imply. 
Yet, it can be done. 

Here is the general rule: travel 
expenses incurred to attend a con- 
vention are deductible if your at- 
tendance benefits or advances 
your trade or business. 

The IRS allows or disallows the 
deduction based on whether it 
thinks you took the trip primarily 
for business or pleasure, and 
scrutinizes carefully how you 
claim your time was divided bet- 
ween these two activities. For ex- 
ample, aconvention held in sunny 
Palm Beach is more likely to at- 
tract IRS scrutiny than a conven- 
tion in overcast Seattle. 

This is the key: regardless of the 
site, if the purpose of the trip is tru- 
ly primarily for business, it is 


deductible. On the other hand, that 
part of the trip or attendance at the 
convention attributable to 
pleasure, except for incidental ac- 
tivities, is not. 

Conventions in the U.S.: The 
business portion of such trips is ful- 
ly deductible. This includes travel 
expenses such as airfare, lodging, 
and meals (remember that meals 
are only 80 percent deductible), 
tips, telephone, telegraph, and taxi 
costs. It also includes the business 
expense of convention or seminar 
registration fees. Lodging, meals, 
and other expenses for pleasure 
are not deductible. 


the United States, Canada, Mex- 
ico, and certain Caribbean Basin 
and Central American countries) 
as inside. If that is done, the costs 
are 100 percent deductible if: 

1. The trip is for seven con- 
secutive days or less. 

2. Less than 25 percent of the time 
is spent on pleasure activities. 

3. The taxpayer has no control 
over the travel (for example, it was 
at the behest of and on behalf of his 
employer). 

4. The taxpayer can substantiate 
that the trip and convention were 
primarily for business purposes 
and not for obtaining a personal

Conventions outside the U:S.: If 
the temptation to deduct travel 
within the United States is great, 
then the temptation to deduct 
travel expenses for conventions 
abroad is irresistible. First, it must 
be shown that it was “as reason- 
able” to hold the convention out- 
side North America (this includes 
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vacation or holiday. 

Otherwise, you must allocate 
your trip between business and 
vacation days, deducting only ex- 
penses for business days. The en- 
tire trip does not have to be 
primarily for business. For exam- 
ple, if only five out of 15 trip days 
are spent at a foreign convention 
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on business, those five days’ ex- 
penses are deductible. 

Cruise ship convention: You’ve 
heard of a floating crap game. How 
about a floating tax deduction? 
Deductions for conventions held 
on cruise ships are deductible if, in 
addition to the limitations in 
general listed above, the ship is 
registered in the United States and 
all of its ports of call are located in 
the United States or its posses- 
sions. The deduction is limited to 
$2,000 per individual per year.

It’s a delight- 
ful malady—only entrepreneurs

ding stream of questions.

The first question from most new 
business owners will be: to incor- 
porate or not to incorporate? From 
our viewpoint, there are two kinds 
of corporations—a regular and an 
S. The single biggest difference in 
the two is that a regular corpora- 
tion pays tax on its profits, while an 
S corporation does not pay tax and 
is similar to a partnership, passing 
its profits or losses to its 
stockholders. 

Suppose you are about to start or 
have, in fact, started a new 
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usual course of events? Losses 
precede the welcome arrival of pro- 
fits. Whether the new business is 
your only business or one of many, 
this article spells out the taxwise 
standard operating procedure for 
most new business starts. 

While the venture is producing 
red ink results, the most important 
tax consideration is to get the max- 
imum tax benefit out of the losses 
being produced. Either a sole pro- 
prietorship, partnership, or S cor- 
poration can be used with equal ef: 
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fectiveness to funnel the losses to 
you. These losses can be used to 
reduce your other income. If you 
want to limit your personal liabili- 
ty, an S corporation is your best 
choice. 

Finally, the painful incubation 
period ends; your fledgling 
business is turning a profit. 
Although there are some rare ex- 
ceptions, profits mean doing 
business as a corporation. It’s not 
only easy to incorporate, but you 
can incorporate a going business 
tax free. 

If you want to divide the profits 
with members of your family, anS 
corporation is your answer. 
However, in most other cases, 
operating your profitable business 
as a regular corporation usually 
produces the best overall tax 
results. Why? The answer lies in 
the low corporate tax rates for ear- 
nings under $100,000. For example, 
a regular corporation pays only 
$7,500 on its first $50,000 (only 15 
percent) of profit. Imagine, if you 
are in a 31 percent personal tax 
bracket, the same $50,000 in profits 
would cost you $15,500 in taxes. 
Some difference! If you are 
operating a profitable business, 
pencil out your potential savings 
with your accountant. 


Looking at 
transfer/succession/estate 
tax problems 

Most successful business owners 
have led a double life—their 
business life and their family life. 
Were these lives separate? Rarely. 
Usually they were intertwined— 
sometimes with great joy, 
sometimes not. 

Sooner or later, in addition to all 
of the other problems that a 
business owner faces, the problem 
of succession comes to the surface. 
Now. like it or not, ifone or more of 
your children are active in the 
business, your business life and 
family life merge. 


Most business owners who have - 


spent a lifetime turning problems 
and questions into opportunities 
now seem to have aseries of ques- 
tions. Here are the typical ques- 
tions I hear in practice: DoI sell to 
the kids? Should I give them the 
business? Who keeps control while 
I’m alive? How much will the IRS 
get when the kids take over or 
when I die? How will the IRS value 
my business? How can | assure an 
income flow to myself and my wife? 
The toughest question for most 
business owners is: How do I treat 
the children fairly? The solution to 
this question is even more difficult 
if some of the kids are in the 
business while others are not. 
OK, the above sets the scene for 
those business owners who would 
like to put a transfer/succession 
plan into effect for their business 
and family. Do they? Unfortunate- 
ly, the answer is no. They pro- 
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crastinate. Why? After years of 
practicing in this area, I have 
found it to be painfully clear that 
business owners who do not know 
the right questions to ask or cannot 
get answers to their transfer-of- 
ownership questions tend to do the 
same thing—nothing. 

What’s even more interesting is 
that many owners look for, but 
cannot find, professional advisors 
who know how to solve their total 
transfer/succession problems and 
dovetail the solution with their 
estate plan. 

These problems for any business 
family have two sides: the tax side 
and the human side. Usually, the 
tax problems are the easy stuff. It is 
the human side—the endless com- 
binations of family objectives and 
situations—that causes the pro- 
blems in practice. 

Finally, our CPA firm has decid- 
ed to do something about the 
transfer/succession/estate plan

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ast month we looked at the 

vertical section of the oscillo- 
scope. Remember, the vertical sec- 
tion of the scope is used to measure 
voltage. All we had to do was count 
the number of vertical divisions on 
the graticule and multiply that by 
the setting on the volts/division 
knob. This month we'll take a look 
at the remaining parts of the oscil- 
loscope: the horizontal and trigger 
sections. 

The horizontal section 

The horizontal section of the os- 
cilloscope is also known as the 
horizontal sweep or horizontal 
timebase. The graticule is divided 
into horizontal divisions just as it is 
divided into vertical divisions. The 
oscilloscope shows you “time” in 
the horizontal direction. 

Just as the vertical control sets 
the volts/div, the horizontal con- 
trol sets the seconds /div (see figure 
1). At its slowest setting of .5 
sec/div, the beam takes a full one- 
half second to cross just one hori- 
zontal division on the graticule. 
With the scope set at its slowest 
sweep speed, we can clearly see 
how the electron beam in the 
scope’s CRT scans across the 
screen from left to right. Remem- 
ber, the oscilloscope draws a graph 
of voltage vs. time. The vertical 
direction is the voltage; the 
horizontal direction is time. 





The next setting of the sweep 
speed is .2 sec/div. As we increase 
the speed of the sweep, we de- 
crease the amount of time required 
for the beam to move a distance of 
one division. Now it takes just .2 
sec for the moving beam to pass 
each division. The next step up is .1 
sec/div.; just one-tenth of a second 
for each division. Since there are 10 
horizontal divisions, it takes one 
second to complete the trip from 
the left side of the screen to the 
right. You may have noticed the 
1/2/5 sequence we discussed when 
we looked at the vertical section. 

As the speed of the horizontal 
sweep is increased, it eventually 
becomes so fast that you can’t even 
see it move across the screen. It 
just looks like a continuous line. At 
its fastest setting, it takes only .05 
microsecond (that’s 50 billionths of 
a second!) for each division. 

Many of the measurements you 
make will be of “periodic” wave- 
forms. That is to say, the waveform 
repeats itself after a specific period 
of time. In our 120 volt AC power 
we find a good example of a peri- 
odic waveform. We looked at this 
‘sine wave” last month. Let’s take 
a look at it again on the oscillo- 
scope (see figure 2). 

We can measure the “period” of 
the waveform by lining up an easi- 


ly identifiable portion of the wave-

form with one of the vertical lines 
of the graticule and counting the 
number of divisions until the wave- 
form repeats. Here we see the pos- 
itive peak of the sine wave lined up 
with one of the vertical lines. 

The next positive peak comes a 
little more than three divisions 
away, at about 3.3 divisions. It’s 
hard to be exact when you’re mea- 
suring periods on an oscilloscope. 
Sometimes it may help to try dif. 
ferent horizontal timebase settings 
in an effort to get the waveform to 
line up on major divisions. How- 
ever, the waveform should be rea- 
sonably spread out for the best 
possible accuracy. 

But how much time is repre- 
sented by each division? A quick 
check of the sec/div control shows 
that it’s currently set at 5 ms/div. 
Multiplying five times 3.3 gives us 
a period of approximately 16.5 mil- 
liseconds. I happen to know that 
the period is actually 16.666666 
milliseconds. This is an important 
number to remember because you 
will encounter it again and again 
in troubleshooting. The period of 
our AC power is 16.6 ms. When we 
use the oscilloscope to look at 
monitor circuits, the 16.6 ms period 
will come up again. The frequency 
of the monitor’s vertical deflection 
circuit is the same as the frequency 
of our AC power: 60 Hertz. 
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I’m sure it comes as no surprise 
to anyone here that the frequency 
of our 120 volt AC power is 60 
cycles per second or 60 hertz. What 
does that have to do with our 
16.666666 ms period? How is period 
related to frequency? OK, all you 
math majors, here it comes...fre- 
quency and period are inverse, 
reciprocal functions. What the hell 
am I talking about? Well, first of all 
it’s something that you probably 
don’t actually have to know about 
in our line of work, so don’t freak 
out. It’s actually quite simple: 
period = 1/frequency and frequen- 
cy = 1/period. 

Let’s take our 16.66666 ms period 
as an example: 1/.016666666 = 60. 
There’s our frequency—60 cycles 
per second or 60 hertz. If we go the 
other way, 1/60 = .01666666 
seconds or 16.6666666 milliseconds. 

Let’s figure out the period and 
frequencies of a few examples. 
Figure 3 shows a sawtooth wave- 
form. Here, the waveform takes ex- 
actly four divisions to display one 
cycle. The horizontal timebase is 
set at two milliseconds per divi- 
sion. The period is four (divisions) 
times two (milliseconds) or eight 
milliseconds. Dividing one by eight 
milliseconds (1 /.008) gives us a fre- 
quency of 125 cycles per second or 
125 hertz. 

Figure 4 shows a square wave 
that repeats itself every 4.4 divi- 
sions. The sec/div control is set at 
‘5 microseconds/division so the 
period is 2.2 microseconds. This 
translates into a frequency of 
454,545.454545 hertz or approx- 
imately 454.5 kilohertz. 

If you want to take a close look at 
a small piece of the displayed 
waveform, there is a knob in the 
center of the sec/div control called 
the X10 Magnifier. Pulling out the 
knob multiplies the horizontal 
sweep speed by a factor of 10. In 
other words, if the sec/div is set for 
one millisecond, pulling out the 
X10 Magnifier increases it to .1 
millisecond/div. To use the X10 
magnifier, center the portion of the 


waveform you want to see by using 
the horizontal position control, 
then pull out the knob. 

This same knob also functions as 
a variable control in the same man- 
ner as the variable control for the 
vertical volts/div. Normally, this 
control will be in its locked,

control will slow the sweep speed.

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form. It’s called the “trigger” sec- 
tion and we'll get to it shortly. 
Delayed sweep 

Here’s a neat thing that the oscil- 
loscope can do. Remember how we 
used the X10 magnifier to expand 
the waveform? There’s another 
way that we can look at just a small 
portion of a waveform. It’s called 
“delayed sweep.” Delayed sweep is 
much more versatile than the sim- 
ple magnification provided by the 
X10 magnifier. 

Just as there are two vertical 
channels, there are two horizontal 
sweep generators as well. The 
main sweep generator is called 
“A”: the delayed sweep is called 
uB” 

Horizontal mode switch 

This three-position switch con- 
trols which of the two sweep gener- 
ators is active. Normally, this will 
be kept in the “A” position because 
“A” is the main sweep. Flipping to 
“alternate” mode engages the “B”’ 
sweep as well. This control may be 
labeled ‘“‘A intensified by B” in 
some oscilloscopes because that’s 
what it does. A small portion of the 
‘‘A” sweep can be illuminated by 
the ‘“B” sweep and displayed at the 
same time. I can select the portion 
of the waveform I want to display. 
The speed of the ‘‘B”’ sweep is 
selected by pulling out and turning 
the ‘““A and B sec/div’” clockwise. 

Not only can I select a tiny por- 
tion of the waveform to view with 
the delayed sweep but I can look at 
any part of the waveform with the 
“B delay time position” control. It’s 
also called the ‘‘vernier,” a techni- 
cal term for a multi-turn potentio- 
meter with a calibrated set of dials. 
By using the vernier, I can scan the 
entire length of the waveform and 
look at any portion of it in great 
detail. An A/B sweep separation 
control adjusts the spacing bet- 
ween the A and B traces. 

Trigger 

Now we come to the last section 
of the oscilloscope. It’s also the 
least understood part of an oscillo- 
scope. It’s called the ‘“‘trigger’”’ 
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section. 

If you’ve ever done a video game 
conversion, you know that there is 
a sync wire that connects the sync 
output of the logic board to the 
sync input of the monitor. The sync 
signal tells the monitor when to 
begin scanning. Without the sync 
signal, the picture would roll and 
shift; it would be completely 
useless! 

For the oscilloscope to display a 
stable waveform as in figures 2, 3, 
or 4 it must synchronize itself to the 
incoming signal. That is, the hori- 
zontal sweep must begin at exact- 
ly the same point each time it 
traces across the screen. Other- 
wise, you'll see a display that is 
“running” (see figure 5). The oscillo- 
scope will display the waveform in 
a different place during each pass 
of the beam. 

Unlike the monitor (which has a 
separate sync signal input) the os- 
cilloscope synchronizes by looking 
for periodic changes in the 
waveform. The trigger section of 
the oscilloscope looks for voltage 
changes in the incoming signal 
and triggers the horizontal sweep 
when it detects either a rising or a 
falling voltage (see figure 1). 

You can determine which 
‘‘slope” or “edge” the oscilloscope 
will use with the slope selector. The 
“slope” control selects the “‘pos- 
itive slope” (also known as the 
“leading edge” or “rising edge’”’) of 
the waveform as the trigger when 
the button is out or the “negative 
slope” (also called the “falling 
edge” or “trailing edge’) when the 
button is pushed in. 

The “level” control is a very im- 
portant little knob. The level con- 
trol selects the point at which the 
triggering occurs. In other words, 
the level control selects where in 
the waveform the oscilloscope will 
look for a transition in voltage. It’s 
usually a matter of slowly rotating 
the level control back and forth un- 
til the waveform stabilizes and you 
have a solid display. When the os- 
cilloscope is triggered properly, the

“triggered” LED will also light. 
Trigger mode switches 

There are three push-button swit- 
ches that set the trigger mode for 
the A sweep. They are: 

Auto trigger—the “automatic 
trigger” allows the sweep to “free- 
run” regardless of whether or not 
there is a triggering signal applied. 
This setting also allows the oscillo- 
scope to trigger properly on “TV 
lines”: the 63 microsecond time re- 
quired to draw a single, horizontal 
line across the CRT of a video 
game monitor. You will use this set- 
ting the most. 

Normal—the “normal” trigger 
setting will not show you a trace 
unless the oscilloscope is receiving 
an adequate trigger signal and the 
trigger level control is adjusted 
properly. If the oscilloscope isn’t 
triggered, there will be no baseline. 
Use this setting when you want to 
precisely trigger the oscilloscope 
for maximum stability of the 
observed waveform. You will pro- 
bably not use the normal setting 
too often. 

TV field—pressing in both AUTO 
and NORM buttons simultaneous- 
ly allows the oscilloscope to trigger 
properly on “TV field” signals, the 
16.66 millisecond time required to 
scan an entire field (one screen full 
of lines). 

Single sweep reset—to observe 
single events, the single sweep is 
used. When the oscilloscope trig- 
gers, it displays just one sweep, 
then stops. The sweep will not reset 
until you press the reset button. 
Then the oscilloscope will trigger 
on the next trigger pulse. 

Ready light—the ready light in- 
dicates that the single-sweep is 
reset and ready for the next trig- 
ger. Without this light, you 
wouldn't know if the oscilloscope 
was waiting for a pulse or if you 
missed it! 

B-level control and slope button— 
remember that we actually have 
two horizontal sweep generators: 
A sweep and B sweep. The level 
control we just looked at is for the 


A sweep. There is a separate level 
control and slope selector for the B 
sweep. 

Variable holdoff—now we're get- 
ting complicated! The ‘variable 
holdoff’ control can be used to in- 
crease the holdoff time between 
sweeps. It controls the amount of 
time the oscilloscope will wait for a 
good trigger signal (a change in 
voltage) before going ahead and 
triggering on its own. Like the level 
control, the variable holdoff is one 
of those controls that you just end 
up playing around with until the 
waveform stabilizes on the display.

A source—and finally, you can 
select the source for the A sweep 
trigger signal. That is, you can 
select where the oscilloscope will 
look for its trigger signal. There are 
three choices: internal, line and 
external. 

Internal—the oscilloscope gets 
its trigger from the vertical inputs. 
Using the A and B internal switch, 
you can select channel 1 or chan- 
nel 2 as the input. You can even 
choose both inputs as the trigger 
source by using the “vertical 
mode” setting. 

For example, when trouble- 
shooting a monitor, you might con- 
nect channel 2 to the sync signal 
that’s coming from the logic board 
or pattern generator, and select 
channel 2 as the source for the trig- 
ger. You're not going to view this 
signal, you're just going to use it as 
a trigger source. This way, the os- 
cilloscope will maintain a solid trig- 
ger, regardless of what you're look- 
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ing at with the other probe. Since 
everything but the power supply is 
synchronized with the sync signal, 
the display will remain locked in 
place no matter what signal you re 
probing. 

Line—for working on linear 
power supplies, you might want to 
use the “line” setting. This selects 
the AC power source as the source 
of the trigger signal so that any 60 
or 120 Hertz ripple will be perfect- 
ly synchronized with the trigger. 
You will probably not use this set- 
ting too often. 

External—you can even couple 
an external trigger source to the 
oscilloscope. That is, you can use 
both vertical inputs (channels 1 
and 2) to view two different signals, 
while triggering the oscilloscope 
on a third signal that’s connected 
to the “external input’”’ connector 
(see figure 1). The external input 
can be coupled to the oscilloscope 
in one of three ways: 

AC-—signals above 60 Hertz are 
capacitively coupled to the input of 
the A trigger. Any DC in the incom- 
ing signal is blocked. Any signals 
below 60 hertz are attenuated. At- 
tenuation refers to the lowering of 
an input voltage. 

DC—the entire input is coupled to 
the A trigger circuit. This is good 
for triggering on low frequency 
signals. 

DC 10—the external trigger input 
is attenuated by a factor of 10 
before being passed to the A trig- 
ger circuit. For every 10 volts of in- 
put at the connector, 1 volt is pass- 
ed to the A trigger circuit. This is 
useful when your trigger source is 
a high voltage. The maximum in- 
put voltage for the external trigger 
is 400 volts in this oscilloscope. 

Naturally, your oscilloscope 
might have different controls than 
the ones discussed here, but all 
scopes operate in the same way. If

Government Affairs Confer- 
ence, held mid-May in Washing- 
ton, D.C., don’t say to yourself, 
“Gee, I know I should’ve gone, but 
it’s too late now. I'll go next year.” 
Your efforts to help secure passage 
of a dollar coin bill are still 
needed—and you can do it right 
from the comforts of home. 

Sure, lobbying is best done face 
to face, with you sitting across the 
table from your congressman or 
senator. But how many citizens 
can afford to fly to Washington 
every time they want to voice an 
opinion? If we don’t like a 
lawmaker’s stand on an issue, or if 
one hasn’t been taken, we simply 
call or write to tell them how we 
feel. They might not have paid at- 
tention in past years, but I think 
they’re listening now. To cavalier- 
ly dismiss the wishes of the folks at 
home is to flirt with a one-way 
ticket back there. 

The dollar coin bills introduced 
in the House and Senate are H.R. 
1322 and S. 549. It’s important, of 
course, to secure aS Many co-spon- 
sors of this legislation as possible, 
but the backing of some congres- 
smen and senators is more vital 
than others. Specifically, the target 
lawmakers are those on the House 
Committee on Consumer Credit 
and Insurance and/or the House 
or Senate Banking Committee. 
The following is a partial list of sub- 
committee/committee members 
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Making up for 
lost time 


who are either against the dollar 
coin or who have taken no position 
on it, along with their telephone 
numbers in Washington: 

e Rep. Joe Kennedy (D-Mass.): 
He’s the subcommittee chairman; 
one staffer at the Government Af- 
fairs Conference said he was the 
biggest hurdle to passage of a 
dollar coin bill. Swamp his office 
with phone calls or letters! His 
number is 202/225-5111; the FAXis 
229-9322. 

e Rep. Al McCandless (R-Calif.): 
McCandless, a member of both the 
House subcommittee and the full 
committee, is a staunch opponent 
of the dollar coin—give him hell! 
His phone number is 225-5330. 
Other California lawmakers of 
note are Sen. Barbara Boxer 
(224-3553): Rep. Lucille Roybal- 
Allard (225-1766); and Rep. Michael 
Huffington (225-3601). 

e Sen. Don Riegle (D-Mich.): He’s 
chairman of the Senate Banking 
Committee—enough said. Riegle 
hasn’t taken a position yet; prod- 
ding can be achieved by calling 
224-8834. 

e Rep. Henry Gonzalez (D-Texas): 
Gonzalez chairs the House Bank- 
ing Committee, and the word in 
Washington is that he favors a 
dollar coin. But he hasn’t given his 
official stamp of approval. Call 
225-3236 to lobby this most influen- 
tial congressman. 

e Sen. Phil Gramm (R-Texas): 
Gramm, a high-profile member of 
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the Senate Banking Committee, is 
being stubborn. He continues to 
hold fast to the belief that we 
should have a dollar coin and a 
dollar bill. We all know he’s wrong, 
that the dollar bill has to go. To 
help him see the light, call 224-2934. 

If you would rather write a 
representative, mail your cor- 
respondence to The Honorable 
(name), United States House of 
Representatives, Washington, DC 
20515. Do the same for a senator 
but mail it to the United States 
Senate, Washington, DC 20510. If 
you're writing Kennedy, Gonzalez, 
or Riegle, begin with “Dear Mr. 
Chairman”; all other letters should 
begin “Dear Congressman/Con- 
gresswoman (name)” or “Dear 
Senator (name).” 

Be courteous, to the point, and in- 
clude key information, such as the 
bill numbers (again, H.R. 1322 and 
S.549) and reasons why the dollar 
coin should be supported. Space 
constraints keep me from going in- 
to those reasons; if you're not sure, 
call AMOA at 1-800-YES-AMOA 
for materials to help you make 
your case. |
